Under the operation of those 
instructions, detaSed and properlj* classified Ikts will be prepared of the ancient monnments which exist in 
the Eevcral provinces. The Governor General in Comu^ is accordingly pleased to direct that all the lists 
• received in mannscript be returned to the local GoTcrnmeats and Administrations concerned, as they mav 
be found uscfnl in the compilation of the lists to be prepared in accordance with the orders above cited. 

“ 2. The Government of India vrill now wait nnti! the local Governments and Adnunistrations, in 
coasaltatioa with the newly constituted Archffiol<^^cal Department, can prepare classified lists for each 
province in Upper India and Bengal in accordance with the imtmetions contained in the Resolution c£ 
November 1833. These lists should he drawn up in the form* annexed to this Resolution. 

" The lisfe for theJIadras and Bombay Presidencies and for the Hyderabad Assigned Districts should 
be in-epared under the direction of Dr. Burgess, and be edited by that officer. 

"OnoEil. — Ordered, that a copy of this Resolution be forwarded to local Governments and Adnuni- 
strations for information and guidance, mannscript lUts being returned ; and that a copy be forwarded to the 
IXrector General of the ArchtEological Survey of India for information. 

•'Also that a copy be forwarded to the Foreign Department, with a request that that Department 
will he good enough to comider whether simUar lists might not with advantage be obtained from Native 
States.^' 

The lists now printed will render practicable the preparation of classified lists of 
monuments for conservation, whether in the tabular form now proposed or in that suggested 
in the former Resolution quoted above. The insertion, however, of n column calling for 
“ any local history or tradition ” may well be omitted : it has appeared in so many previous 
returns (bat xU eh?m to a place may itself be regarded as traditional rather than important 
But much local information as to th© clmraants, custody or present'use and precise state 
of preservation will still have to be collected is order to render further lists worth 
publication. The present show how wealthy the Bombay Presidency is in Ancient Remains.

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PREFACE TO TIIE REVISED EDITIOX. 


The orders of Govcrnnicnt for liiorerision of tbe Lists of Antiquarinn Rcmams in 
the Bombay Presidencj* are contained in the Gorcmment of Bombay Resolntions No. 31 
of the Cth January 1S.92 and No. 2G0I of the 12th July 269l. The citvumstanecss under 
which the original Ihts were compiled arc stated in Dr, Burgess' Prefatory Note, which 
is retained. 'Hie classes for con<or\*ation purposes are also described there, and it is in 
accordance with these that the indication opposite each entry in the lists is now made. 

As epigraphy forms a special and important branch of Archeology, I hare, for the 
bonoilfc of those more especially interested in this subject, had tlio word InSfription, 
^yhQrcvcr it occurs in the test, printed in Old English type so ns to catch the eye. 

A glossary of terms and proper names is added where explanations arc giren of all 
vernacular and other terms occurring in italics in the holy of the Lists; and, at the end, 
nil monuments in classes lu., 16., II«. and II6. arc gathered together in elassitlctl lists. 

In the original lists Dr. Burgess froqcntly acknowleJged, in footnotes, special assist- 
ance which ho receivod from various Government oHlecrs and other gentlemen. As I 
have ODjiitfd thc>o footnotes in the revised edition, J here record the names mentioned, 
rir., 3Ic5srs. ,T. F. Fleet, C I E., C. P. B. BTUsbire, A. B. Steward, K. C. Ownne, A. T.

From the entrance, which is on a level with tbo 
second ])Iatcau on the hill, to the right, there is another .flight of steps leading to the upper 
plateau, on which ban irregular octagonal enclosure of vaulted, terraced roof buildings.

out tbo building arc rudo and inalsiro; lialf-way up tUoy arc square and uro theU 
chamfered off so as to' bo octagonal, rctamiog quickly hq\Torcr to their quadrangular 
fonn*Tvhich again becomes eight-sided, tho shaft ending in a scries of round members, 

I surmounted by a square abacus, rrhich is itself topped by a heavy bracket ^th four 
projections ; they support a flab atone roof which, receding slightly between each set of 
four pillars, is relieved somewhat of its flat monotony. Tho pillars arc monolithic 
as is also tho*dij>flmcff(i at tho entrance* Tho external roof of thoynnudapa or nave is fiat 
with a iafet/a at each of tho four comers, and at tho junction with the gdbhu/'d has^a 
smdl spire. Tho gWuird is itsolf Burmounted by an egg.shaped dome, with a rude 
minaret at each of the four comers. Tho temple must be some centuries old, but it is 
impossible to arri^ o at its age from local inquiry and there is no inscription discorarablo. 

. (3) The temple of Siddhdl vara is pictu^qucly built among trees on the banks 
of tho Bhiml, about half a mile to the oast of the town of KhSd. On the north-east of the 
temple Ts a corridor dfiarnwidM of brick and chunam* now somewhat out of repair j ifc is 
rectangular, tho eastern side consisting of four cusped arches, and tho north of seven 
arches the middle ono of which only is cusped; tho roof, which is flat, is ornammted 
with a pierced cornice. On tho north of the tcmplais a small tgnk with flights of steps 
on cajt, north, and south, tho west side being occupied by a corridor supported by S pillars 
and 2 pilasters in its frontage towards tho tank. Tho steps on the north are interrupted 
by two small shrines facing similar shrines on tho sonth. Thb temple, ‘which consists of 
nave, transept, and gdbMrd, is entered from tho nortji through a* small vestibule, the 
roof of which is supported by two pillars; a canopied Nandi and several dipain IZna 
face tho eutrance. The gdbJuird is surmounted by a pyramidal and* fluted or ribbed 
roof, with a dome above, somb snake ornaments adoniiog the ribs on tho east and i^est ; 
there is a smaller dome over cither transeptnnd a tiny one over the nave. The projecting ' 
fintablaturo of tho temple^ is adorned underneath, with ribs torminatibg in what 
resembles a drop, and with an occasional fig'ure. There is an inscription over the doorway 
in Sanskrit, which shows that tho temple was built by a Vum— Trimhak ilAdhava — iq 
the year YiiTdrasu, whicb, if considered as a year of the 3rd Simvatsara from the present, 
will make the huUding about 150 years old, ». e, the nge assigned by local tradition. 

The date, .^uX,a*lG47, is however discoverable in tho last four words of the third line of 
' the inscription. At ^tvai-diri there is*a smaliyafra hero. . ' 

Besides the three buddings above mentioned there Is a temple dedicated to Vishnu 
on the south of Kh^d on tho bank of the BMmd built by Chandintm, a Sddhu, about 50 
years ago, to which the neighbourhood resorts in small numbers on Gokula Asbfamt. 

2; BhimaVankara^ 27 miles north-west from KhOd, is a temple built at the source ’ 
of the river Bhlmdnear the crest of the Ghlts and is’within the vilhgo limits of 
Bhauargiri. The temple, which is dedicated to llahddora, was bnilC by Nini Phadanavis 
on ‘the sito of ah older one, and his widow built the spire. Tho entrance portal 13 
elaborately carved. ‘^’eH-bmlt cisterns^ near it afford a good crater-supply tho whole 
year round ; at distance from tho temple towards the north-west is a small cistern 
which is pointed out as marking tho exact soucco of the sacred nrer. At this spot, so 
. Hindu mythology relates, Bbimaka, king of.Ayodhyd, qf tho Sohr line, did (tajuMari^d) 
penance before Mahideva' and implored his pardon 'on account of having, dunug a 
hunting expedition, wounded two deer, into whose bodies the souls of two X^ishis had 
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transmigrated : tbe ^od pardoned BMmaka and-ofEeted to grant Jiim any ho might 
mention, and Bhlmaka asked that tbb fivreafc of Mahlldeva’s brOw might be coDTertod • 
into a riven for the benefit of himself and of mankind. Makd-deva had just then been 
engaged in a successful but fatiguing contest with the KAkshasa TripUriisura, and, 
Tvearied out hy the conflict, was resting .from his labours when Bhlmaka addressed , 
him : from the sweat of J>IahS,dova*B brow was ^thus produced the river Bhtmd.. Tbo 
conjunction of tho names BhimA and Sankara, the latter being a synonym of Mabddeva, 
is probably due to this tradition. There is aji annual Jnfrd here on ^hai'dtri (MAgha 
Vad 14) when as many as 20,000 persons collect together from the noighbooving parts of 
the Bakhan and Konkan„ 

3. * Bha'mchandra hill, 7 miles west of ChAkan within the village limits of Sind^f 
close to the boundary of BhS.mhoH. The hill rises sleep' from the plain on the south and 
west,* and in the escarped. southern side are tho caves in question. After a somewhat 
arduous climb a cistern is passed oa^tho right ; tho villagers call it SltVs bath. * A liftle 
further on, after rounding a promontory, the principal c^ave of the series is reached ; it is 
small, faces south-west, and is now dedicated to Bhft,mchandra Mahideva. There is a* 
cistern on tho left as. one enters.* Tho entrance which is B feet in height by 13 feet 
wide ia now built up, leaving a small nrohed doorway in thocoutro. Tho temple ig 
very nearly square, rather raoro than 14 foot long by 15 feet wide ; the height is 7 feet 
and tho roof is flat. Four pillars, two on oitlicr . side, divide tho cave info throe 
compartments, the aide compartmonta ‘being oaoU adorned with tWo pilasters similar 
to tho pillars, and having each a niche with pillared jambs and canopy. , Thorp is n 
cltTio^n' frame carved in tho roof. The pillars aro massivo and square, but }»alf-way up 
are chamfered so' as to bo ootagonaV Tho oapitals.bavo massive braekels, This tomplQ ’ 
has an inner shrine occupied by a Uitffa and nn image. Tbo inner is separated from tho 
outer cave by nu elaborately sculptured doorway, the openitig being 2 feet by 4 feet high • 

\ho carvings are chielly of human figures. 'Thero aro no Buddhist ornaments about 
thn cave. The cook, of wbich thi» hill is composed, is of a soft oharaetor npd tho gcrcon 
or doorway dividing ^tho two .shrines has had to ho oomentod or mortared hy the 
' villager} to keep it ip its place. Further on is'ft coll or rather cavern, and at somo 
little distance, and in Iho middle of nn escarpment^ and thoreforo reaohod* with difficulty ’ 
ia a cave, at the end of wh.ich is a winding cavernous ToaU, low and narrow, said tp* 

^ permeate tho hill and to be many Xo« in length. There aro one or two inaoce3^»hlo caves 
jnghor up ; nnd beyond, on the west, is also a small cave. Tho Gurava of Bhiniehandra 
JlalAdovn is supporlj-d by imlni land in Bb\mboli. ^ 

4, AUndi, on tho Indrlynui, is n small municipal town possessing a population of

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surrounded by houses , It 13 entered through three chief doorwnys n'^raed Ch'indulfll’s, 
Sindia’s, and the GdikvAd’e, the second being the principal and fronting the Bizar 
Tho temple enclosure has an arched corridor running all round, which is now divided 
into separate compartments used as dwelling houses The mandapa is large and 
arched, and built of basalt or trap, and between it and the shnne is an unwalled 
covered way, the shrine itself consists of a small vestibule and a gdhMr6, in the 
latter of which is Jfilnobl’s tomb or ** SamMlu,” over which in a sitting posture is 
the imago rif the Sldhu dressed in red, and behind him are figures of Ins patron gods 
Vithob^ and Rakhmli, JfiinCIvara being regarded as an incarnation of Vishriu, both 
night and day is the gdhhdrd kept lighted The shnno is said to have been built three 
centur os ago by Ambckar Dc^p'mdd and the large marulapa by RAmchandrarSo ^envi, a 
Div\n of Siadia% 125 jears ago The west wall and corrfdor were erected a century 
and a quarter since at the te^vA-’a expense and the balcony or nogdrkMnd over the 
west gateway was constrnctod by GanpatrW GuKvld at an outlay of Rs 2,000 some 
thirty years back , hence the wcsbentraoce bears tho name of “G\ikv\di A century 
and a half ago a descendant of the founder Ambekar De^pAndi, built tho east and 
south wall and pomdorj and the balcony oVer the cast entrance- being erected by 
CbanduUl, a Divin of tho Niz^im, ho ga\c his name to that doorway Tho north conador 
has beemn existence for a century and a quarter, being constructed at the expenso of 
•Sindia and Kiii 'I’ih]i Vilgholkar Tho balcony over tho gateway is due to Blllji 
Govind, one of Smdia’s foUo^7c^s, seventy five years ago at a cost of Rs 8,000 

Some account of Juinfilvara will not be out of place hero — 

Tffis celebrated SAdhu was, with his brothers Nivnti and SopAna and their siatcr 
Muktibii, born about six centuries ago m the Jvlsik district His father was a Sanjasi 
and called Ghaitanya, and as marriage is forbidden to devotees of that class, JfiAnfilvara 
oud his brothers and sisttr were regarded as illegitimate and outcastes Ihey, bowcier, 
being desirous of admission into thO casto of their father, left their native place and made 
a pilgrimage to Paithan on the Godiinrl, n town hold in high veneration among Hindus, 
to beseech the Brahmans of that place to absolve them from the crime of illegitimacy and 
to admit them wjthin the pale of tho ** twice born ” Tho Brihmans of Pnqhan at first 
strenuously refused to listeU to thoir supplication but were at length convinced by a 
miracle performed byJCAnfi^vara that bo and bis brethren wero not ordinary mortals 
but werone ifurcw of Vishnu and Sivn.and that therefore no exjuatory rites were necessary 
Tho tnincle performed avns that of endowing a ho buffalo with speech and causuig him lo 
recite the Vedas ' Some Brahmans still doubled, and a second miraclo becoming tiecti 
eary, JilmCiTOra tQok odvantogo of a Sruddha festival to enll down from heaicn ‘ tho 
manes ” of the host’s ancestors, aho duly appeared, did justice to the vtauds ofTcred them, 
nud then xaaiahed JiiAnCtram and his brethren fiow 1/ethoaght them of procet-dmg to 
Alandi, and during thcir Journey thither tho Veda speaking buffalo died, thi^ duly per 
formed the baroldlu Ceremonies, and ga\o him tho narao of 'Mhafiobl This occurred at 
KoUUt, a 1 atukt of m the Junnar Tdluki, and to this day Ins Samidbi there i-. 
worshijqKal by a hiVgo number of devotees on Chatlra S u Idlia 1 1 JfiAnoM s raoa‘ notnblo

_ 5, ' Cha'kan, 18 miles nortK from Poona, was a place oE some iinportauco so Far back 
ns tbo B.lbmani rule Tvlion Malik-nl-71jiVr in Aljlu’cl-din tUo II/s reign made it bis 'bead- 
quarters {ch'c, A.D. 14-15) during tbo seven or oigUt years that bo was engaged in reducing 
tbo Konknii and tbo Western Gliftt regions to tbo subjection of thoBabmutii tSultArU, ^ The 
fort, wbicb*lms been dismantled, is nearly square and is strengthened by toxvors at the four 
comers : .each front too is bastioned ; tbo outrancp is from tbo cast ’and through ‘more 
than one gateway ; tbo walls iiro high and tbo moat at their basoBoep. Thpro are also the 
rcraaias o£ a mud out-work protected by*a ditch, which wore probably once iv portion of tbo 
mUd fort constructed centuries ago, tradition says, by an Abyssinian polygar andstrongtbon- 
od by Malik-al«Tij^r in tbo middle of tbo fiftceulb century.' It sustained n memorable 
siege in 1GG2, whenPhirangaji Narsala, one of S'iv.^ji’s officers, bold bis owP for nearly two 
months against tbo Mogbal army under Sba^'isbtcli Kliflo, one of Aurangzib s generals. 

0. Cha'fi-Kama'n, on tbo Bbtmu, C miles north-west from Ebyd, 'with 0 population of 
2,200. lu lb*o Polvi’s time it was a place of some importance, eipooially ip the middle of 
the last centui' 3 ’, whou Ilakbmlib.\i, tbo dnugbt'or of BllAji Byirfiv PelvA. and tbo sister of 
BSiUji and Ragbunatbrav, became tbo wife of Krisbnarav il.vdbrtv Joslii of Obas, who is^ 
koid to have perished at tUo battle of P.inipat. RakbmUb.li expended a largo fortune on the 
town and constructed a fine ghat to the river, besides building a notable tf^mple on the 
west near tbo river, dedicated to Mab.*idGva under tbo name of Sotn&lvarO* , The temple 
is surrounded by a quadrangular onoloaure, tbo exterior walls of wbicb ii^blank 

' petal-shaped battlements' aud are baationod at tbo four ■corners ; the battlpmonts of the 
south-east- bastion bear each ’a enako ornament. The enolosaro contains some goodly^

QdhUdrdf the latter being snrmountod by a ebunam and brick doino, tbo sido^ of wbicb aro 
adorned with niobes, figures, and miniature domes so’ usually tbo adjuncts of a Dakban 
temple. Three elaborately pierced and small apertures in the wall-veil admit light into 
tbo sanctam, while throe square-beaded doorways permit access into tbo those

numboi , ai e assisted in supporting tho roof by btaptifully carved wooden brackets, which 
aro taken by the goldsmiths of the town as patterns in carving their ornaments; tho 
front Is surmounted by six^minarots. 

Tho prescutfortoES'ivuou oiilaulc tho town on*tbo south-east 13 of ifusalrain ongin 
It IS accessible on the south side only,,wbcro a steep ascent conducts to the entrance 
gateway, which 13 ma'ssive and flanked by toners, several other gateways, all strongly 
built and baslioned, aro passed through before the first of a triple line of fortifications is 
entered, and when tho fortress proper is gaineil and tho ^u;nmit of tho hill, which is 
near 1,000 feet above Jiinnar, re iched, tho thought can scarcely fail to present itself that 
nature and art combined have created here ouo of tho mgst imprognable of mountain

Tho most striking 
of its remmns is a mo«quo with two flanking minarets, the latter being united by a grace- 
ful fljifig arch This njosquo is built o\cr a rock hewn tank, the rater of whioh outlasts 
tho hot season, as does also that of several of the other reservoirs on the hill On tho 
summit of tho plateau is aw and tho tomb of Adam Subhedar

At a little distance west of the garden, and therefore nearer Junnar, is a fine daigdh 

or gnmljaz which, is supposed to contain tho ashes of the Habshi founder of the Afiz B yb ‘ 
This mausoleum has a domed roof, and within it nro mno tombs gaid to be those of the 
Habshi, his V ife, six children, and a servant There are entrances on the south and east 
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The south eutranco is* beautifully carved rtnd pierced ; *it is dat'he.ided, with pierced • ivork 
above, and sculptured'jambs, and is contained within an ogee arch ; there is an inscripttem 
above the lintel. Tho east is a natrow doorway. under a pointed arch, The interior is an 
octagon, and every other octagonal side is embrasured and arched ; the west is covered 
with texts from the Quran. The exterior walls form a quadrangular figure 5 tho upper 
■portion of the wall-veil terminates in an artistic cornice of brick*and chuuam', consisting 
of pointed arches resting on tiny pedestals and interlacing each other j a small minaret 
graces each of tho four corners, of the building. Tho walls are, as regards orn.'iinent, 
divided into two series.of blank and arched windows* the upper consisting of five and the 
lower of three windows, tho middle lower panel on tho south and east walls being 
exchanged for a doorway. « 

To the\Ycst of this'largo mausoleum is a small dargdh, with a pyramidal roof.

5. Narayangad, lOinilessoutli-casl from Junnar and 3 miles cast of NiriyangSon. 
The hill is isolated and rises abruptly from th5 plain on the north-west and south, ihe 
fortifications arc almost conipletel}’ dismantled ; portions of four bastions, however, and part 
of the north aall remain, though in n ruined state. This fort, said to ha\ e been built by the 
first great *PesvA, BMiji YUvanStba, was given ns a saranjdn to Sayiji Povar at the 
end of the last or the beginning of this century, with the duty of keeping the neighbouring 
country itj.a quiet state and in the interest of the Pesva. There is a tradition in the 
neighbourhood that N&rAyangad surrendbred to the British after only one shell or cannon 
ball bad reached the interior of the fortificaitoos. There is a small shrine to Hastabdi on 
the extreme summit of the hill. Water is plontffnl, being supplied by two tdids or spring 
cisterns and by several Aaiids; the former are full of water even in Jfay, and of them 
the Ndrlyana Tika is the more famous. In this fdld, NArdyana Dova is said to have 
appeared, though invisible to the uninitiated, forty years ago,' on which occasion the hili 
was for two or three years the scene of a weekly Somavira yo/rd attracting some thousands 
of persons. There are some ruins on the hill, but the only one worth mentioning is a 
stone doorway bearing on its lintel a figure of Ganapati and two attendant tigers. 

6. Ojkar, east from Juonar, U the supposi^ scene of one of the Asbta Vindyaka 
avaldrai. The present templcds modem, being only a century old. It is in an enclasnrc 
^^ieh is entered under a somewhat interesting looking gateway; the sides of the 

'gateway bear sculptured dvdrapdlag, and a row of four musicians in bas-relief adorns 
the lintel; these figures are all gorgeously painted. On entering the enclosure two 
fine dtpamdlas first attract attention; they are in front of an extremely fine corridor of 
seven cusped arches ; this corridor serves the purpose of a dharmaidld. The temple itself is 
entered by three doors, each of which is sculptured on tbo jambs and lintel; the east 
entrance is the chief, and bears in relief over t^e lintel a figure of Ganapati with parrots 
and monkeys disporting themselves in trees. A small dome flanke’d by four minarets 
surmounts the nandapa, and over Wxe'gdhlidrd is x^'siKhara adorned with the ordinary 
rows of niches and figures. This temple is very little frequented. For the other Ash^a 
'Vindyaka’s temples see Rfinjangdon in Sirur Tdlukd. 

7^ Kares'ar, 3 miles north-wvst from ITadh — a very interesting temple of perhaps 
the eleventh century, falling to ruins. 

V.-w SmuE TAltika. 

1. Eanjaagaon at the junction .of the Bhimd and Muthd-Muld. Temple of 
Ganapati. Tho village is supposed to be the scene of one of the Asbta Vindyaka 
avatdraa of that divinity. The other seven Ashta Vindjaka temples are situated at 
Morg&on, Thour, Lenddri, and Ojhar in the Poona CoUectorate, at Pdli in the Pant 
SachiVs territory', at Madh in the Thdna' District, and a t Siddhatet in the Collectorato of 
Ah madnagar. The present temple at RdnjangSon occupies, it is said, tho site of an old 
TTemtlflpanti edifice, of wltich four pillars remain, tv.o of them at the entrance to tliccnclo- 
B 1169-S 
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sure. The present shrine is said to have been constructed by Ohintdmana Mah&rAja D6va, 
two centuries bach, and on the north side there is a fine corridor with n fapade of 15 arches, 
each arched compartment being vaulted in a low conical form. ' This arcade is due to the 
Pov&r family, and is contemporary with tfic present temple. A flight of steps leads 
to the roof of the corridornvhich is flat and a pleasant place of resort during the jatrd 
season, i, e. at Gane^a Chaturthi. The teinple consists of a mandapa with rows of wooden 
pillars and an outer and inner gdbJidi'd; a stone rat is stationed at the entrance of the 
wancfopa, as the usual vdhana of the elephant-snouted god. T4ie outer gdbhdrd is 
surmounted by a small iWiara and the sanctuary by a more imposing one ; both ^ikharas 
are somewhat rude ; the larger rises in four storeys, the lowest being, the widest, and 
the three higher ones being each ornamented with a frieze.; a small kalasa, flanked by 
four minars completes the spire. There is a tiny shrine dedicated to Mah&deva on the 
extreme west, i e. beyond the gdbhdrd and joined toit. The cornice of both temple and 
corridor is supported by brackets of the PbalHc symbol type. 


2. Pabal, 2G miles N.N.E. from Poona. Old temple of Wfl-ge^vara Mahfldeva 
on the west of the town, said to have been built five centuries ago by Kdnhu BAjpdtnk. The 
is divided into three small aisles by two rows of three pillars each, the outermost 
pillars being slightly sculptured. In front and on the east is* a small tank in the 
Hemidpanti stylo, constructed, according to tradition, by Kilnhu's favourite dancieg 
girl, Plights of steps lend dov;n to the water and the side walls contain small niches 
with sculptured jambs. On the nortli-oast of the temple is a fine sfomtArt ; its shaft, which 
stands on a lofty pedestal and support? a massive capital, is monolithic. (2) ^fastiln 
Bftl’s tomb, to which a mosque is attached, is situated among some lino tree? in an.onclosuro 
on the north of PAbal, This Indy received as inrnnjdtn PAbnl and tho noighbotiring’' 
^magesofKondu^and Loui from Bdjirilv Po^vA, and though she died in tho ^anivAra 
Palnco at Poona, she was hurieil »n her indm town of PAbnl. Sho was probably n native of 
the north of India, and is said to have been taken captive by Sindia in his wars in Hindu- 
bthin and to have been made by him a present to the Pc5vA. Tlicre is nothing of 
architectural merit in her tomb or its surroundings.

is that the god was represented^with a lion's face and man's body, and with a woman 
by him.

Tho architecture ts pure Hindu The pillars are round or octagonal and 
square m alternate courses, and the roof is formed of long stones which stretch diagonally 
from pillar to pillar so as to form a senes of lozenge or diamond shaped spaces, filled in 
with square stones of less size The flying huttFcsscs to the platform of tho sacred bull 
and the top of the domo deserve notice As usual tho body of tho building is of basalt 
and tho dome of brick and stucco, Iiko No 2.

alternate courses of round, octagonal, and square, the lozenge figured stone roof, the 
breadth increasing from the front bj offsets, nod then decreasing in a similar way behind, 
show that it is a building of purely Hindu architecture Ihe length from back to front 
IS about 50 feet Tho greatest breadth is 20 feet, tho least S feet Tho intonor consists 
of a vestibule and shnne In the wall of the former there are two images of Ganapati 
and Lakshmi respectively The latter is of marble The domo is of the usual material 
The squareness of the form in this and other domes of the same period contrasts with the 
round domes of a later one The animal forms carved in tho capitals of tho pillars and 
the cornice'!, deserve notice The sacred bull is on the usual platform surmounted by a 
canopy and octagonal dome, the niches of which are filled with mythological figures, and 
are divided from each other hj figures of men on elephants. On tno sides of the 
courtyard are cloisters with broad low pointed orohosi and square pillars , they are for 
cooking purposes, orhostelnes for visitore to the temple Ou another side is a building of 
a similar kind but incomplete The arcbes of it am narrower and moro pointed At 
the entrance of the vestibule is a fine bell on which there is apparently no wnting but 
tho date, m English figure'", of 1744 I could not glean any information as to its history , 
but it was, I suspect taken by the ‘'farathis from a Portuguese church in the Jvonkan 
In one of the tempres on the Krishna at Menavah near \Vui there is a bell which is •uiid 
to have been presented by the builder of the temple the great J«aDa Phadnavis - There 
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is a tradition in that case tliat it ^va9 taken from the -'Portuguese, a tradition which 
almost converted into fact hy the inscription ** Bene sonantibus oymbalis laudato "Domi- 
num,” A similar bell is said to have been brought bj 'N&na.'Phadnaris out of MdhuH Fort 
and given to tile temple atBhima Sankara, whore it now is. (6) Temple of Bdmaohon- 
dra at the back of the last, to which it is very inferior in every respect, is of basalt, and 
said to have been built by Trlmbak YiSvanath PMhd in 1V72 a.d. It is very small, and 
consists merely of verandah and shrine. In the latter aro figures, in brass, of Rtiraa, 
Lakshmana, and Sitabai. The wall behind them is panelled with broad low arches 
and painted with flowers, &c. The dome consists of only two polygonal courses. (7) Temple 
of Yitboba built by Jotipant Bhftgvat of Chinchnera, about a.d. 1730. It originally 
consisted of a small verandah, with carved wooden pillars opening into the shrine by a 
. low Muhammadan arch. A hall or vestibnle, with wooden pillars and door all round 
was added fifteen or twenty years ago. The roof is hung with lamps. (8) Temple oE^ 
Krishn&bal, built by Krishna Bikshit Chiplhnkar about 1754 a.d,, does not deserve 
particular notice. (9) Temple to Krishnfi^vara Mahldeva buHt by Krishna Dlkshit 
Chiplhnkar, about 1790 a.d. (10) Temple ^to Bhairaradova, built by Krishnabhat 
TatUfe about 1770 a.d. It is on a very small scale, and consists of shrine and open 
vestibule or verandah with three small arches. Ahall with wooden pillars like that in No. 7 > 
has been recently added. (11) Atoraplo with a handsome flight of stops from the river, 
begun by tho Kurd of SA.tl!l.ru in 16G5. It is on the right of the road from Siltdril, 
Besides those temples thoro aro, on each side of tho road loading to tho ferry, sovcral 
tombs or cenotaphs to raombera of tho Into royal family of Silthnl and others. There is 
some aimplo but handsome stono carving on ono or two of them. Tho figure of a dog 
sitting, which is to bo seen on ono of thora, is said to mark tbo buriahplaco of a favourite 
dog of RiJUi Shflklm called the Vc(.U UAji’* from bis cccontrloitios. It is probably the ono 
which ou ono occasion ho drossod in gold brocade, and eshibitod in full rfarftdr, nod for 
whoso uso ho kept up a palanquin establishinont. * Tho dog Imd onco saved him from a 
tiger (fi'tlc Grant DufTs Ilisiorii of ike MarAth^^t vol, II. page SO). (12) Tho temple of 
Bhurgavariima, in tho small shrino of whioU aro the images of Pami5orama, his father 
lamadagni, and his molhor Ilunuku. It has tndm laud attached to it, 

3. Parli is tho namo given to an isolated hill nbout C miles west of Tho 

fort at tho top is called Sajjanagnd, and was built by ono of tlie EiU|«ror8 of Dohlt about 
700 years ago.

• spur are eight excavations in a lino cxtcitdiDg about a furlong along the hill, and at an 
elevation of at least 400 feet above the valley. The four largest are evidently early 
Buddhist monastic residences, and one of these has had two rows of pillars, three in 
each, |rom front to back, and the remains of Bome sculpture on the right hand *wall, 
i' which, however, may possibly have been an after insertion; another, close to it, has 

a ddgola in a* shrine 10 feet square at tho back, a cell on each side of it, and four in tlie 
right wall, with rock beds. 


8. "Wa'i. — At this place there are 49 temples budt by the Il4ste family alone, 
besides others of older date; as ii is unnecessary to particularize each, only those of 
importance are mentioned. Commencing from above, the first group of buildings is on 
the north bank of thoKrishni, and consists of a ghdt iddd and temple. {1) The gJuU 
g;oe8 by the name of -Gangapuri and isa flight of 12 steps. The first portion, 200 feel in 
length, was built by Gangidhar Rjste of cut-stone in 1780. To this, one Bhuu Josi 
added 70 feet and BAjirAr II. SO feet There is now, therefore, an unbroken lengtli 
o£ 350 feet. At the back of tliis is a plain brick wall through which a door opens into 
the street with the Gangapuri VAd4 (now the Munsif s Court) on the left and tho temple 
qI UmA ilah^^vara Panchdyataua On the right. The temple on the right was, like the 
% iies-i 
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gMif built by QaugAdhar Rilstc and about five years before it. It consists of a vestibule 
and'sbrinc, and is about 40 feet high. It has all the Muhammadan forms of architec- 
ture common at the period. In the four corners are separate shrines dedicated to 
Vishnu, Laljshmi, Gnnpati, and S6rya‘; — Vishnu’s is on the left on entering, and has a 
Tvooden mandapa^ the back wall of which is covered with figures, so aro also the' outer 
walls. The great cluster of river temples begins at some distance nearly opposite to the 
travellers’ bungalow, (2) A fchrino with dome containing a marble bull and the image of 
MahUdcva Dh&kle^vara. It stands on a low ghdtt 75 foot long. (3) In a line with it, but 
^ near the bank on an upper lodge of the samey^d/, is another toraple to Gangardme3vara 
Mah&dova, built by Gang3.dhar R^ste about 1780 A.t>. It is of basalt, and consists of an 
open verandah with 3 scolloped arches and a shrine. The breadth in front is 82 feet. , The 
length from front to back is about 2G feet, with the dome, which is of brick and stucco 
vnth blank panels; the height is probably about 40 feet. In front is the sacred bull with 
plain canopy. (4) A temple .to Ganapati Imilt by Ganpatriv Bhikiyi RAstein 1762 at 
acost of R.a. 1,50,000, and a ghdt 163 feet in length, built by Anandrflv BhikAji. Besides 
the usual verandah and shrine, in which is a huge imago of Ganapati painted red, there is a 
covered court or mandapa 60 feet by 80. The roof is flat, and composed of square cut 
stones cemented with chunara. The walls jire of the unusual thickness of 4 feet, which gives 
considerable dignity to the small arches, 5 on a eido and *8 at the end, with which 'they are 
pierced. Except the dome, which is pyramidal or conical and of brick covered with white 
plaster and'flated, the material used is grey basalt. The total height is about 70 feeK (6) 
Ascending the bank is a temple to Viiveivara Mahddeva, standing in a quadran- 
gular court 210 feet by 95 feet, surrounded by a wall. The temple was built by AnandiAv 
Bhikdji in 1757 A.n., and consists of vestibule nod shrine, its length from front to back 
is 49 feet. ' The facade is about 28 feet from side to side. In style the Muhammadan 
forms prevail to a considerable extent The spire has three rows of ^gures and a Mulmm- 
raadan dome; the of the temple is domed. The large bull in front, "under a 

plain canopy with plain scolloped arches, is carved out of a magnificent piece of black 
basalt ; tho bells and flowers with which it is decorated aro very finely cut. ' Tho most 
conspicuous part of this building, however, is a covered Ivundai manrlapa at the east 
entrance, the roof of which is of squared stone cemented with chunam, and supjjorted 
on 10 lofty pillars 10 feet opart, with neat semicircular moulded arches between them. 
On each side is a dlpamdla. (6) Temple toMahdlakshml built by AnandrAv BhikAji in 1778 
A.n. at a coat of Rg, 2,76,630. It is away from tho river, on the oast * side of tho^bfizilr* 
It is about 70 feet high, and consists of a Tcstibulo and shrine, which together measure 
about 70 feet from back to front. Tho fayado is 39 foot from huIo to side. The 
vestibule is open in front with two pillars and pUa-sters in antis- The corners at 
tho top aro rounded off by scolloped work.

III. 5* Bhom. — On the north bank of the Erishpd, about 5 miles above WAi j the 
principal temple is between the ■village and the river, and is dedicated to Jlahddeva. It 
is built o! basalt, and consists of a shrine with a verandah in front of three small Sara- 
cenic scolloped arches supported. on pillars about 6 feet high. The arches are covered 
■with leaves and what appear to be fir-cones. Beyond the arches there is on each side 
of tho facade a broad band of wall carved in arabesquas. The height of the building, 
including the dome, is probably not more than 40 feet Opposite the entrance is a’ hull 
of polished basalt under a canopy surmounted by a dome. It is seated upon the back of 
a turtle (which is found in nearly all the temples above mentioned) represented in the act 
of swimmiin^. To complete the illusion, it is intended that the surrounding basin should 
be filled with water, which does not appear to bo now dono. Around this principal temple 
are four others dedicated, respectively, to Narasiiiba, Ganapati, Lakshml, and Tishnu. 
Several of the images in these temples arc of yellow marble, said to have been brought 
from AgrA. One, -which stands outside by itself, is a representation of the S'iva Panchd- 
* yatana. Tour heads look to the four cardinal pomtsoE the compass, and the fifth to the sky. 

The five temples -nere built about 1730 A.D. by one ilahidevariv S'ivarftma, SdvUr of 
Poona, Avbero his descendants now live. A side door from the courtyard of this tempio ^ 
leads to a gMl built by one Isdrdyan^av Vaidya about 100 years ago. On the right is a . 
small temple to Edma attributed to Bijirdv H- The conical dome has been broken short 
oft by the fall «r a tree. Below this, and facing the river, is a sort of cloistej containing 
an image of Ganapati. The arches are pointed. Tho date probably about 1730 a.d. 

HI' About half a mile up the river ia a small temple to Mabddo^a, built by the BdjA 

' gihO, who reigned at SdUtd bet^veen 1703 and I7e0 a.d., and came to Bhom to bathe 

in tho Jxrisbnl. 
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•C. — Mhasva. Two banyan trees. There is no record whatever of the age of 
these trees. They aro known to be at least 200 years old, and they are probably double 
that age. Although the centres have decayed, the outer trunks do not show the slightest 
signs of any diminution in their vitality. Tip larger tree is 450 yards in circuraferencc ; 
the smaller about 100 yards le^. 

IV.— KounoAoir TAltjka. 

Dhmnalva'di, close to the SltAnt Road railway station. A cave in which is an 
image of PArIvan&tha about two and a half fed high with the head broken off. The 
cave is verjMrregular in* shape and. is nearly filled with water. About half-way up the 
hill is an eicavation known as the “Rhimb tAki,” originally no doubt a cave temple, now 
filled with mud and water to within three feet of the roof. The roof is supported -by 
massive pilLars.* These, where intact, hear n simple ornamentation. On the top of tlio 
hill are the remains of an old fort, and the entrance to the upper envo is enclosed ndthm 
the wall which defends the gate. The most imporlant remains on the top of tho hill 
are a substantially built mA^'id and a simple stone-building which may liavc boon a bomb 
proof magazine. There is a tomb of aMusalman Pir stiirkept in repair.

14’ 6*' by 9' ; No. 5 is a water-tank 11' square, with steps within, leading down to the 
water ; No. 6 is another cistern 5' by 11' with a doorway, and having a large moulded 
pilaster, or half pillar carved on the left wall : the partition between this and No. 5 is cut 
away at half its height, leaving a half colnmn in the centre corresponding to the pilaster 
opposite. This is the only original ornament in the group. No. 7 measures 26' 6' by 17' 6"; 
Nos. a, 9, and 10 are smaller rooms. No. 11 is a wide passage round a shrine, behind 
which is a deep cistern. In the second group. No. 14 is a room 19' by 15' with a recess 
7' square at the back, on the back wall of which is a rude modern bas-relief covering the 
whole. On the right hand portion of the bact-wall of the main room are remains of two 
old figures, life-size and in high relief; nothing remains of one but the feet, and the other 
is much worn. No. 16 seems to be partially a natural cavern, with a deep cistern in one 
comer and a built front ; an artificial ceiling within is supported by 15 rude stone pillars. 
These caves are evidently Brahmanical. (Surveyed.) 

IIL 4. A'sad, 6 n^es north-west from Eundal. In a Ifiind leading to TerS is a small 

. tank cut in the solid rock, the front said to be supported by a pillar. 

III. .-S. Senoli, 5 mOes west from Asad. In the biU over the vill.age is a small natural 
cavern under a low scarp ; a rude masonry cell has been built in it, and several little 
wooden bulls and other idols lie about.

xV temple of considerable size and celebrity, dedicated to Ganapati. It was begun in 1770 
by Paraiurim Bhau Patavirdban, and finished in 1709 by Appd SAheb, his son. It consists 
ota courtyard and a temple inside. The most striking feature is the gopitrtt or tower, over 
the principal entrance to tlie courtyard, consisting of seven storeys, gradually decreasing till 
they culminate in a mere ridge. The lower storey is of stone and the remainder of brick. 
In the courtyard is the temple itself, over which is a brick spire. The body of the temple 
is of stone undecorated with sculpture, but on the walls outside are rude paintinf^s of 
mythological subjects. In the temple there arc inaages of Ganapati, Vishnu, Sftrya, 
and a goddess. Some of the devotees reside in the courtyard. 

11. . 2. Bhwa, 0 miles south-east from Tasgion, 10 miles X.ls.E. from Miraj (IG' 57'; 

74* 40*). On the top of a high hill near the village are a number of curious cave-temples 
with Kanaresc inscriptions on slabs. On the very summit of tfie hill is a tower with a stair 
inside ; it is a station of the Trigonometrical Survey.

lit. (2) The Jami Masjid with two lofty dome-crowned minarets stands in the middle 

of 'the town. It was built, according to an inscription in the interior, by one 
Ibrahim Khdn, son of Kamalkiiln, probably .a ThdnedAr in the years 1 566-69, during 
the reign of Ah Adil Shlh of BijSpur, when the kingdom of BijApur was still 
flourishing The mosque and minarets stand on a stone,platform about 50 feet square and 
^ 31 feet high ; the latter rise to a height of about 40 feet above this platform, and are 
dome-shaped. For 8 feet they are made of stone, and the remainder of the structure is of 
hnek-worV, considerably cracked andmnsoand. One minaret in particular is in an Unsafe 
condition, owing to a curii of wood, which had been inserted at a considerable height from 
the ground, ha\ mg become rotten. The mosque itself is an ordinary stone structure of 
considemble sire. Both it and the minarets arc decorated with carying and covered with 
plaster, but not painted. In {be mosqdc, on the arches and pillars, are several msrriptunis 
in Persian and Arabic. Tlie following arc translations made by the Oriental Translator — -

I rt. b^tgh, the tomb of NizJlm Ahmad Shah, the Bihistl BUgh, Alamgir’s Dargflh, and a few 
other buildings of lesser note, together with* the fort. Tho littlo Bamri Masjid is a small 
building of very neat design, and is decorated with surface ornament, much after tho 
style of the Andu Masjid and similar buildings at Bijdpur, It is, p'erhaps, not generally 
known that Alamgir, or Aurangzib, wos buried in two tombs, one of which is at Ahmad- 
nagar. The other is the well-known tomb at Bauza aboTO the Elura caves and not far 
from Daulalibid. It would seem that his body was embalmed after death, when his 
heart and intestines were buried at Ahmadnagar. Over these has been built a large 
platform upon which is a masonry tomb. Beside it is the usual mosque and other 
accompanying buildings, and tho whole is surrounded by a wall. It lies some distance 
ouisldo the city on tho east. (Surveyed.) * , * / 

II «. 2. Iil«hekri, 7 miles cast from Ahmadnagar, Saldbat Khfln’s tomb, commonly called 

CbSit\d BlbVs MahM, an octagonal dome surrounded by a three-storeyed vemudidi: it is 
100 fcot high and about the samo in maximum diameter ; now used os a military banita* 
riuw.

1 . Dhokc, near TAkli, 12 miles north of PAmCr Tlio I)hokC*4vnra Cavo is n largo 
hall with triple cells, on tho east sido of ono of two rugged hills rising from a stony 
plateau. The largest is 20 yards deep and 15 tvidc, tho front open and supported by two 
massive square pillars and two pilasters ; a Httlo insido of theso another similar row 
supports a gTC.'»t architrave running right across the temple j and within this, again, is 
tho shrine, hollowed out of a rectangular block left standing from floor to roof, and 
BUrroundetl by a dark pasaago. 


Tlie chief object of worship is a mean little lihga m tho central slin'no ; but there is 
another to tho right of it, faced by a largo Knndi carved in tltn on tlio samo side; and 
nearer tho light, in a sort of chapel, is a four-armed figure grasping sovorol u capons. 
Ono is a lire cobra ; another, pcrhai>s, tho dumarH or drum, tho others tndistinguislwble. 
Tills figure is worshipped under the namo of K&la Bhaimva, Opposite him ore eight 
d/rfs called AshtainAtarah (one has* tho head of a pig) nccomi>anii?d by Bhririgi and 
Gavapali. Tlicy appear in tho Dhuronr Lena ot Elur», and in the chapel iu the cost 
wing ot tho great cwo at ElcphmtOj Besides, there arc ^‘ant tJnlrajyUas, Laksbini 
ntUndid l.j th'phunVi (on tli« central orclutra^•b), and n nmUitudo of other flgtjres • 
fcomo cut in i.tii, others on iktachfil or c\-cn imported stoncjs nnd c\idontly of varhms

2. Vadgaon Darya', 9 miles nortb*wcs!l from PAmcr. J3ncIoscd in the wild beauty of a 
little glen, are some natural caverns under a cliff by a waterfall, which have been altered 
by inodem masonry. There arc a few coarse sculptures on the rock and on detached 
stones, but no architectural interest attaches to the place. 

3. Pa'mer, 20 miles west by south from Ahma^lnagar. Temple of Sangame^vara 
or Tryambakesvara at the junction of two small ndlds, Tire ground plan is the normal 
double-broken diamond or.squarej not very mtich facetted, tlicre being only three ' 
superior re-entering angles on the front sides of the man/iapa and one lesser similar angle 
near the front porch. There have been three porches, as usual. 'All of them a’-e now inrtiios, 
the front one least so. 'Its door strongly resembles the inner door of Temple Xo. H. at 
Belgaum, but has not the pierced ilanipng panels. The pillars are more in the style of 
temple Xo.I. at Belgdum. Fou» largo pillars, with the help of the walls' and surviving 
pilasters, support the roof, composed of nine small rougli domes. This would appear to 
have "beon the original plan, but the whole rpof has been destroyed (tradition, says 
by the first IMusalmin invaderayand restored fromaheigbt of abgut nine feet abo\e the 
ground. This is shown by the use of mortar in the restored portion and by the inverted 
position of some of.its decorations. Tho lower or ancient part is of dry stonework in 
receding .embedded courses of very la'rgo blocts, and the Unga is enshrined in a deep pit. 
The whole exterior is co>cred with a decoration representing in low relief, sometimes an 
arch, sometimes a dome. This is ohscryable also in a largo hdrav" now attached to a 
modem mosque east of the town of PAmdr (which has probably usurped tho site of a 
temple), and in the remains of a email temple between the town and river at Palsh! (20 
tailes north* of FArner) in tho same idlnkd. Tho roof has been destroyed, but a few frag- 
ments of cornice seem to indicate thatit.was Bravidian in style; like that of Malai Devi 

at Nighoj, To mDes south-west of PimSr, The pillars of tliis temple closely resemble tbe 
two shown in the front of the temple figured in Plate I. of the Archceohgical Iteport for 187 4. 
The^Kandi in front of the principal entrance now rests at the bottom of a pit lined ♦ 
with modem masonry, and partly covered by a rough* dome constructed of the d^l^ris 
of tho* porch, and perhaps of a destroyed pavilion. On this rests a stone representing 
apparently an inverted bunch of grapes, which the people call a linga, but do not worship ; 

. probably it was a fioial of tho pavilion or of one of tho porches. ’Sevenil slender pillars of 
a broken square section have been built into a small modern temple in the middle of the 
place, which is, however, chiefly now admired as pos-sesaing a relief, in moulded clay 
coloured and gilt, of Oba^dikA Devi in strife with* the buffalo demon, the work of a local 
artist, a pdlil of tho village of Denav^i. Under a pipal tree before this temple are 
several fragments of sculpture, among which ore a huge gargoyle in the form of a monster’s 
bead, and a great stone rdnjana, or vase, the superior and inferior portions of which have 
been hewn separately and afterwards fitted together. It is of the still popular form of an 
egg truncated at both ends, and is 4^ feet both in height and in external diameter. It is 
very rough; its simple ornamentation does not correspond with that of ony of fho other 
remains ; and it might have been made at any period by the stone-cutters who hew out 
oU-presses. (Ind. Ant. V. 12). (Surv^od.)

It is most profusely* 
decorated both^ within and without, and its outer walls arc thickly covered with figure 
sculpture. It has, though in le^ degree than some of the others, suffered severely from 
the hand of man. v It is a Vaishnava temple facing west, built on a high part of the bank 
oveilooking the river,’ and whose spire, now absent, was, like many of this class, probably 
consfructed in brickwoik. The baseoient mouldings are studded with little 'figures of 
horses, elepliants, and men, and a very rarely occurring moulding is here foend, viz., tlie 
aivqihara or horse ntoulding. The walls above the biiseraeut, the pillars,’ and doorframes 
are' richly wrought, tho-pillars being of rather a different type from those generally mot 
with. (Sunreyed.) 

- The other temples arc those <Jf BAle^\'ara, R.'imeivara, Kholeivara, and Bhiira-, 
\unl\.tha*8, originally a Jaina temple. The shrines of Ba!e:>vara and Khqjeivara are sadly 
ruined and dismantled, dlie sbrnie only in each case standing, while the halls are huthepjw 
ofiuiiis ’ Pedgdon must lia\o bee’n a place of imjrortaDce Ipng before the advent of the 
Jluhammadans and perhaps, owing to its position upon the Bhirafl, it way.havc been a 
centre dt specml sanctity. At this point the Saraavnti river runs into the J3blmA, and it 
is upon the bank of the former that ^rigunda stands. 

3. Limp&ngaoa.— At the village of LiinpangAon, five uTilds south*west from Sri- 
gonda, is the large, plain, but substanlially built temple of Siddhesvara. On citlicr side of 
the main porch is a large perforated screen wall, neatly designed in imitation of cross bsr'*, 
mid slightly decorated. The building looks heavy and massive, and the pillars of the hall 
arc vofy well propoHioucd. The temple is, in every respect, a much better one Uinn any 
of those at Srigonda and i« better built. It is in use. (Surveyed.)

1850, and a more detailed one in tbo Indian Antiquary, Vol. V.p. 8 ; but in neither of 
these accounts, -wbicb describe teroploa in tbo ncjgbbourbood, is mention made of tbo fine 
old temples at Ratanvftdi and TAbAkan, twenty and eight miles west and nortb'West 
respectively from Akoli. In tbo above accounts tbo temple of Siddhe<vara is said to have 
been'bnricd fora considcrablo period. ^If bnriod it must have been with tbo accnmnla- 
tionof earth washed down from tbo hillocks which overtop it on the south, Its basement 
is even now partly buried, the earth being deeper on the side of the hillocks, thcro being 
some four feet on that sldo and two feet on'tUo side nearest tho river. Owing to tliG 
clovation of tbo tomplo above tho rivor and Its distance from it, it,BCcms irapossiblo for it 
to have boon covered up with siltfrom the latter. , 

’ Tho plan oi the templo h peculiar, Insomuch, that it Jms a porch and doorway open- 
ing into tbo back of tho -shrino in addition to the usual door between tho mandapa and tho 
shrine. This is very unusual. It occurs also in tho tcmple'at Rntanvadi, and there is 
d small ruined templo at Sinnar, which seems also to hUvo bad the satae back door niTunge- 
ineilfc. Tho general plan consists of a with three porches, and the shrine with 

its antechamber on one side and porch upon tbo other. The temple, ns regards decora- 
tion, is comparati\ely bl®iu> but tho Fewibands of ornament that nro used are sparingly 
and tastefuUy applied. Tho whole of the rooBng of tho temple is comparatively new 
from tho beams upwards, excepting the ceiling of the eastern porch, which is original. 
The west porch, before the main entrance, has boon entirely rebuilt, and when those repairs 
were carried out, the Walls wei© “ pointed” with chunnm, tho raw white lines of which 
being no improvement upon the general appoaninco of tho interior. Tho shrine doorway’s, 
which nro both alike, are fairly well carved, and Ganapati* presides above thorn. Tho 
entrance doorway has, with its porch, been entirely rebuilt, tbo side jambs and threshold 
of the original being included in tho new work. Upon the outside of the shrine, ‘on 
tho north and south, is ft niche containing Ggurcs of KAUkA MAtA and tho Tdije/asa, 
rcspcctiN cly. ’

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4. Anjaneri or Anjani-giri, 14 istles west o£ Nusik on the Trimhak Roafl, is‘^^ 
small -village, on the lower slopes o£ the hill upon -which is, or was, a fort bt tile same 
name. Just below the village, in tho plain, scattered over an area ol about hall 
a square mile, have been innumerable small shrines, sixteen o! which now stand in whole 
or in part, while the rest are represented by the mounds where they stood, upon many oE 
which lie heaps ot their material— columns, figures, beams, and carved blocks. The most 
striking feature about all these is the small scale upon which they have been built, and 
they are all independent shrines and notmtellitcs to a larger one. They all appear to rest 
upon hrich foundations. They have been dedicated to various deities, the mote important 
ones being Inina ; two are Vaishnava, while tho rest are Saivite. They face all directions 
ol the compass. They arc not used, nor do they seem ever to have been much used. The 
shattered condition they are now in seems to point to wanton destruction by tho hand of 
man, but trees, cactna hushes and other plants grow most luxuriantly upon them. Beside 
the temples there "appear to have been extensive masonry tanks, none of which, beyond 
their pits, and a few hits ot stone- work, remain." There is one group of Jaina shrines, 
II 6. which on account of their better preservation than the rest, and flio presence in one of a 
very finely engraved and important InSCtipUou, might he considered the principal group. 
Dated msoriptions upon temples arc ao very few and rare that when they are found they_, 
are ot the utmost importance in fixing a style of architecture definitely, and giving a fixed 
point around wluch to group its variations. The iuscription at Anjaneri records that in 
iSaiasamval 1003 Seunaohandra III. gave three shops in the city (probably Anjaneri) for 
maintamidg tlie temple of Chandraprabha, and that a rich merchant named Vatsariija, 
with two others, Llhada and DaSaralha, gave a shop and house for the same purpose.

Beyond each of 
these isn seated male 3''high,simibr to thocontral figure and with similar standing males 
at each side, but also with a triple umbrella upheld by Yidyddharas over tho seven-hooded 
snake.

Oier We doonvny, on« the dedicalorv 
block, is a Jina.. ^ e. . ~ 
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TTithin, tbe ball ceiling i9> or was, supported bj^four columns setsqiiatc in the centre. 
The walls and ceilings are plain. Only one pillar now remains intact, the others being 
more or less destroyed. Round the two sides in tbe .south-west and north-east corners 
fire high benches (not altars). The slirine doorway is much corroded too, hat was not so 
elaborate as the hall doorway. Above it, one above iheothfer on three bands of mouldings, 
are tliree Jinas. lYithm the shrine, which is’quite plain, and measures 13 feet by 12 feet, 
upon an altar against the back wall, ate the*rdldams of a colossal Jina. The chest, head/ 
and umbrella bdve been smashed and thrown away, but the legs and cushion are left. In 
the middle of the cushionis the hull, ^cwjng the figure to Iiave been that of Rlshabhadeva, 
while on*either,sid(? of It is an inscription dated Samvat 1206 (a.d. 1210). 

There was a very fine inscciptioh’upon the wall in the north end of the. cave,* only a 
verj* small fragment of uhiclmowTemains. The rest has flaked off. The letters were 
small and well cut, the inscribed panel measuring, perhaps, four to fire feet across the ' 
• depth being uncertain. The front of the care, with the main doorway, was originally • 
painted, traces of which still remain. The partition wall between. the verandah and the* 
hall has been entirely built of great ^regular masses well fitted together.

At the foot of tliis,fligbt of stairs are offerings in 
the shape of from twenty to thirty mhiiature fiightg of stairs (five steps in each) carved on 
small squared blocks of ston^ -Pilgrims brmgthcs&and Iwvo them there. But the 
most interesting things at this temple aro two images in wood lying in tho inner court* 
yard of tlie temple and much h^daubed Vitb red paint. Thoj have been c’sceodlngly well 
carved, but are much weather-worn. They are both Homan ^a*hohc images— ono 
representing tho Annunciation and tho other St. Anna with the Virgin on her 
knee. In the first, tho Virgin ifary stands xipon the crescent moon with^ Crown upon' 
her head, and Ig robed in flowing garments, while all around ber,_f03?ning an oval fraxag— 
about her person, is a garland of, flowers. Hie first image is a bas.reli^, »»mlfcasTho’ 
second is a statuette, both Of wood. ‘ "When or how they were brought hero no one Kems 
to know. » They have now tho names of llindu goddesses and serve as such. 

• (2) The Jaina Cavo which is .excavated iu one of the lower oliffs of tho Cbindor 
Port -hill, just above the. town to tho east, is a roughly cut small room, entered by v. 
doorway, and supported within by/two central, hcavy.^ond clfcnasily cul; square columns. 
Around the fotir sides of the cave in bas-relief am scores* of figures, large and small, 
mostly images of ‘the Ai Ihardaras. On the back or west wall is the principal figure, * 
that of Chandraprahlia, with the crescent moon beneath him. This was originally the 
principal Object of worship in tho cave.

Scattered among the ruins 
ore the remains o! several old temples. .The hills here are recessed, forming a liOrse-shoe- 
shaped valley, the two horns of the former, which project northwards, being about a mile 
apart at their ends, while the glen betw'een them runs back about a mile nnd a half., 
At the upper end uf the valley, above the temple of li Bh,av.lni, on the cast side, a 
mountain path winds up the lonely glen, the Pitalkbora, in wliieh are situated the well 
known Pitalkbora caves. A stream, led by the numerous mountain torrents from the ‘ 
hills .around, wind3_ down the Pltan valley, and in one of its curves sweeps by the ‘foot 
of the shrine of Ai Bhavani, at which there is still kept up a yearly jntrd or fair. 
The stream inclines, throughout its meanderings, towards the eastern hills, leaving a 
considerable area between it and the western cliffs in which, high up above, are 
the caves known ns N-lgilrjuna’s kou i, Sita’s A'Miit, and SringAr'’ Ch&mdi, a ’space 
ample enough for the old town of Pitna whose ruins now occupy this ground. The whole 
of the valley is thickly wooded, being quite uninhabited, s,ave by the owl, the jnokail, 
the wUa pig. the panther, and an occasional tiger. The ruins ol the old town are thiokW 
•catterod about, and with difficulty maintain their ground against the encroachments of 
the jungle, which, when unable to displace them, just grows over them and casts its 
creeper entanglements firmly arotmd their mouldering trails. 

Beyond the tew ruined temples, tanks, and wcUs, there ig now nothing above gi'oimd 
to represent the more nneient city. The ruins that now crist, composed of mud nnd ' 
^ rubble' Slone walls nnd MusahnSn graves, are of a comparatively recent town, and that a 
town ol no great size. It appears to have beca walled in with strong high mud vralls and i 

high baitions, within wliioli was a citadel similarly lortiSed. The crumbling walls of th ' * 

enclosures, with the foundations of mud and rubble built houses, still evist. One of th° 
walls runs along east and west by the side of the princi|vll tciiiple, tliat of Sfaliefrara and '* 
is built on to it on eitlicr side, thus making the temple itself, which is uiion high mound 
part ot the wall, the north face being within, while the south lace ig without, the fort.'

in mud walls that not even its plan can he guessed at. One of the ceilings is sculptured 
in hold relief representing ICrislma and the 'IVithin the haUonaiaised platform 

is an arrangement made up with a brass mask, and which is now worshipped as Krisli . 
The inscription slabs are i-ather corroded, but all three belong to one inscription and 
record the ei ection of a temple of Stddhelanatba or Siddbe^vara by Govindai’Aja with a well 
attached and a S'litra or dispensary. The last few lines record a grant to tins temjdo by 
Govindatija and his superior, kiug Seuna, in Samvat 9D1 (a.d. lOCO]. Senna is the 
Deva^uirija Seunachandra 11. This temple u as thus built some two hundred j cars before 
^Bttudpant lived, who Is the traditional founder ol these temples. This inscription is also 
^ ' very important as it gives a dynasty of petty kings ruling for about four hundred years 

previously who are said to have come from DwarK.l. The well mentioned in it still exists 
beside the temple, bfit there is no sign of the dispensary. {Epiff. litd.

1. The city of Ahmadabad lies along the east bank of the SAbarmati nrer about 60 
nnics from its source It is completely enclosed by high lofty walls which were Brstbuilfc 
by Sultan Ahmad in 1412, strengthened by Sultan Muhammad Bigarah in 14S6, and were 
finally restored m 1832 The western wall is in nearly a straight line from nqrth fo 
south, its bastions looking down upon the nver. The continuation of the walls round the 
north, east, and south of the city forms an irregular fan-shaped enclosure. Situated m 
^ho middle of the western aide of the city, with the city walls forming its western 
defence, IS the square enclosure called the ‘Blndr* (Cir 1412) This was the citadel 
and contained the palaces of the Sultan and his nobles, and later the head>quarters of the 
Pcata when the combined MarathA forces held the city. The great bastion to the south* 
west comer of the * Bhadr * is said to contain the foundation stone of the city 

The principal entrance to the Bhadr is on the east through a large roassire gateway 
fianked and surmounted by bastions. To the south of this gateway, built on to it, and 
forming the 8outh*east comer of the Bhadr, is Azam Eban’s palace, now used as pobho 
offices and one of the largest buildings m the city. About 50D yards in front of this 
gateway is the Tin DarwAja, or triple gateway, which spans the znam street. 

Between the Bhadr and the soubh*west corner of the city is another enclosure, now 
let for private use but onginally the seat of the Gaikvad'B Government when the Pe4v4 
oecnpicd the Bhadr. It la known as the Gaikvad’s Haveli (Cir 1738) 

The rest of the city traver&ed by a net-work of roads, streets, and laues, remarkably 
for their narrowness and awkward turns, is thickly occupied and built upon Amongst the 
dwellings and shops is a good sprinkling of mo’^ques, tombs, and temples 

Although Alimadabad takes its name from its reputed founder Ahmad Shah I., it 
*was probably m existence as a city long before lus time Raja Earau of the Solanki race 
of Anhilvada, in his excursions against the predatory tnbes of this part, is said to have 
built the town of KarnaViti m the llth centnry, which most probably was the town that 
Ahmad Shah took possession of as his capital and adorned with many of its mosques and 
tombs That this locality was an important one before the Muhammadan annexation is 
sufficiently attested by the many remains of Hindu architecture m the city and suburbs. 
All the pillars m Ahmad Shah’s mosque, the oldest in the citj , are pillaged from a Hindu 
temple, and on one is an inscription m Devandffan dated Samvat 1307, which seems to 
have escaped the hands of the Moslem iconoclasts Alany Hindu images have been found 
and ore still turning up The well of Mata Bbavanl to tlie north-east of the city is far

older than tbo Muliammadnn period, and in nil probability served as a model for the for 
more advanced specimens of Dida Harir’s, Adtilaj, and others through the province. 

But ■whatovor tho city was before tho Muhammadan period, its chief iutorost lies in 
these subsequent times. The greatest part of tho architectural work of that time Las 
been swept away and its material used to raiso tbo mosques and tombs, walls and bastions 
of the conquerors. 

Ahmad Khan, or Ahmad Sbah, was Iho grandson of MuzalTar Sliali, who from being 
viceroy of tho province under tho imperial court of Delhi assumed regal power. Ahmad 
Shah is said to have founded the city of Ahmadabad on or near the site of tho villngo of 
Asaval in A.n. 1412, During his reign were raised sorao of tho finest buildingS in the 
city, — ^bis own mosque in tho Bhadr ; tbo Jumfi naosqOe, the most oxtensivo in the city. 
Rani Sipri’s mosque and tomb, tho most comploto in all its' parts ; Ilnibat Khftn’a mosqu o ; 
Sayyid Alam*a mosquo ; tbo Tin Darwaja ; Sldi Sayyid’s mosque, in which oro two specimens 
of about tbo best window tracery in Gujarat, perhaps in India; and bis own tomb and 
that of hia queens. In tbo suburbs was constructed, during bis reign, Malik Alam s* 
mosque, two miles to tbo south of tbo city, 

Abmad Sb5,h reigned until a.d. 1443, when bo was succeeded by bis son Muhammad 
BhSih, wbo reigned from a.d. 1443 to 1451. Ho does not appear to have dono much to 
the city in bis abort reign, which was cbiefiy passed in foreign wars. In A.3>. 1459 bo 
was succeeded by his son QatbSh^h. The mosquo and tomb of Sbdbh Ahmad Khuttu 
Gonj Bakhsb at Sarkej, with tho adjoining tank, wore completed during his reign. Ho 
built bis own mosquo in Mirzdpur during bis father’s lifetimo. Xaoknria’s Tank was 
completed, Dharya KUdn’a tomb, and tho Batwa nod Usmanpur mosques wero finished in 
Ids time. 

Dying in 1459 A.n. be was followed in the kingdom by his younger brother, RIahmud 
Btgarah, the most celebrated of the kings of “Ahmaddbad. His was a long reign from 
1459 A.n. to 1511 A.n. “Hia personal strength, courage, and militaiy skill are as con- 
spicaoua as bis religious bigotry and his stern but far-sighted statesmanship. His love for 
arcbitcctare is attested by the cities of MustafalAd and Mabmudubdd, wbicli be founded 
at Junagad and Cbampanir, and another Mahmudabud (or ^lehmadlbad) near Rlbeda, 
as also by the numerous and elaborate additions wbioh bis nobles, following bis taste, 
made to Ahmadabld and its environs.” 

During bis reign were built tbe mosquo and tomb of Bayyid Usm&n on the west 
bank ot tbo SSbarmatl, Miyan Kbin Cbisti’e mosquo, Rlubfifis Kbin’s mosque, Acbyut 
Bibi’s mosquo and tomb, Dastur Kban’s raosqne, Dada Harir’a well, and tbo Bbab Alam group 
tbreo miles to tbo south of tbo city. Mabrond Bigarah was succeeded by bis son Muzaffar 
II, (x.n. 1511— -1526), and he by Bahadur Sb&b, Mobmud II., Ahmad Sbab II,, Muzaffar 
DT., in order down to a.d. 1572, when Abbar marobed into Gujarat, captured Muzaffar 
reduced tbo province^ and left a governor to carry on its affairs. 

Tor about one hundred and fifty years subsequonfto Its invasion by Akbnr 
Gujarul was govornod by tbo viceroys of tbo emperors of Dolbi, among whom wore SbuU 
Jabin and Aurangzib before tbey tbomsclvcs ascended tbo imperial throne. During tbo 
first half at least of this period, Abmadlbld appears to bavo been in tbo zenith of its 
prosperity. Under Muzaffar Sbah HI., indeed almost tbe last, and not tbo least beautiful, . 
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of tho atone mosques lia6 been erected , *10(3 subsequent buildings are mostly m tbe plainer 
and more massire style of the Pathans ’* 

The ^araib&3 appeared on the scene about the beginning of the eighteenth century* 
They earned their plundenng raids into Qujarat, and tbe nceroys, at this time much 
enfeebled by the absence of aid from either Delhi or snrrounding chiefs, could not cope 
with these new enemies and “ m A n 1755 the JIuhammadon power m Gujarat was finally 
extinguished, and the ITarathas, though dinded among themselves, took their place. 
They burnt and plundered the property of fhend and foe with almost equal energy 
and spared neither rao<=que nor temple which it suited them to destroy Innumorable 
are the architectural monuments which have thus suffered from their wantonness and 
malice, and the mterestmg rums of which the very matenals hate been earned away for 
building purposes* Ahmadabad, m particular, felt so heavily the effects of their infernal 
feuds and grinding rule, combined with the natural decay of tbe Muhammadan population, 
that its suburbs almost disappeared, largo quarters withm the walls became desolate, 
many splendid buildings were destroyed Tortunately the tide of anarchy was 

arrested ere it had wrought even more disastrous results by the supervention of the 
British power ” 

An array under General Goddard advanced upon Ahmadabad “ and on the lOth of 
Februaiy (1780 a.d ) displayed, for the first time, the British colours before the Moslem 
capital of Gujarat The Maralha governor deolmiog to surrender, a battery was opened 
• cn the 12tb, and on the morning of the 15th a forlorn hope, followed by the Grenadiers 
of the Bombay di^jon, rushed up the breach, which tbe garrison, aRer a determioed

IIZ». (92) The tomb of DaryA KhAn northoffbecitynearAchyutBlhrsMasjid 
(No. 96) erected in 1453 a.d., is imposing and notable for its constructional peculiarities. 
It is entirely of brick, the walls being very thick. It is the most massive building in or 
around Ahmadabad. It has a very large and lofty brick dome. It has five arches in each 
face of the verandah. Darya Khan was one of Mahmud Bigarah’s nohlei* who founded the 
quarter of Paryapur in Ahmadabad. The structure is purely Muhammadan in style and is 
mteresting as a fine specimen of brick.work on n large scale. Its proportions ore fine, the 
walls are massive and form fitting supports to its large and lofty dome. Some of the 
arches aud smaller domes of the outer corridors are cracked, and the brick-work of the 
piers near the ground is considerably worn away in places. 

II b. (93) Achyut Blbl’s Masjid and Tomb, f mile north of the city 

and on the east side of the river, partly ruined by the earthquake of 181 9, The mt^Jid was 
built by HAji Malik Behau'd-din Imadu’l-raulk, brother of Malikilakhsud Vazir, in 1469, for 
bis wife Blbl Achyut Kukj. It has a fine fa?adc and there is much tracery on the bases ol 
the minarets. It is almost a copy of the MfrzApur Queen’s mosque and has three marble 
mehrdbs with an insfripilrn over tbo central onel The muahilr is of marble ssid has a 
canopy over it. The central one of the three domes is raised and neatly carved inside. 
The tomb in the enclosure is small and neat. The upper portion of the wall surrounding 
the inner enclosure is perforated Iwtweeo small pilasters ; and the entrance to it has been 
carved with much taste, but will soon be a total ruin unless cared for. 

II a. (94) Tomb of Mir Abu TurAb outside the city to the south, — an octagonal 

dome supported on twelve pillars, with a corridor round it formmg a square of 41 feet, with 
six pillars on each face. Here the arch is used as a constructive feature throughout the 
building, the pillars becoming the jriers that support it. 

I b. (95) Mosque and tomb of Sayyid TIsmAn, a mile north-west from the 

city, and on the west of the river, bnilt by Muhammad Bigarah in 1460 in the style of the 
Sarkhe] mosque. In the tomb“ a very considerable amount of variety is obtained by group- 
ing the pillars in twos and fours, and by the different spacing In elevation the dome looks 
heavy for the snbstructure, but not so in perspective, and when the screens were added 
to enclose the central square, it was altogether the moot successful sepulchral design 
carried out in the pillared style at Ahmadabad” (Fergusson). It is 78 feet square and has

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III. (96) ^iyan KUAn Ohisti*s Kas|Ld near the river, about 2 miles north 

o£ the city, between Aohyut Bibi’a mosque and SMhv Bagh, built in a.d. 1^65 by Malik 
Mahbsud Yazir, has been turned into a dwelling'bouse by the railway officiab. This 
desecration took place about twenty years ago. It has two fine minarets with rounded 
or domed tops. The land is personal «»dm land in the name of Melimud MiA Khuh Mia 
to whom a samd has been issued by the Collector. 

Ik (97) SliAh Alam, about 3 miles south of the city. The tomb (cir. 1476) is 

surrounded by a screen of perforated trollis work, as is also the corridor round it. The 
interior of the dome is inlaid with mother-of-pearl and prettily painted. Beside it is the 
tomb of !Mfti Alam, a somewhat plainer building, and the largo Tnasjid built by Muhammad 
Salah Badakshi with two lofty and elegant minars built by NisAbat Khan and Saif Klun ; 
also Just within tho gate .an assembly ball built by MnzafTar Shabll. (1561-72) and several 
other buildiogs. At present there arc there villages attached to these buildings for their 
up-keep, viz.f Sarsa in Mchmudabad tdlukii of Kheda, and Isanpur and Vasna iMaktainpur 
in Basliroi IdlnKd of Ahmadabad : and an amount an cash of Rs. 143-8-S is paid to the 
Indrnddr annually from the Daslcroi MAmlatd.lr’s treasury. The edifices were totally 
neglected formerly just as the other large mosques and nitisas in and around AhmadShad 
have been. Sic Barrow H. EUis, K.C.SX, in hb otEcial visit to the AhmadAbAd district 
during his tour of 1862.63, as Revenue Commissioner, M. D., took advantage of the 
opportunity of the settlement of the rights of the Indrnddr to stipulate for a portion of 
the revenues of the villages being taken over by the local authorities for the repair of 
tho buildings and the arrangement received the sanction of Governraent, This portion 
amounts to upwards of Rs. 2,000 every year, more or less according to the season. The 
work of repair commenced in 18GG or 1807. 
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I& (102) Blbt Jl*s Masjid at Bijpur Hirpur is a very fine mosque, very well 
proportioned and elegant, and deserves to be preserved as a good specimen of the Ahmad 
Shdhi style of architecture Bibl Ji was the daughter of Sayyid Khun Alir, and wife of

H.^loji was succeeded by Hasnji, who was saccceded by his aon Kubanji on whose 
death his son Shahuji came to the throne It was during the time of the latter that Azam 
Khtn the Subhedar of Gujarat built the fort at Ranpur Diduji was the eldest son of 
Shaliuj! and be succeeded his father His son Tajoji subdued the Kafhjs The succession 
remained in a direct line for three generations Togyi succeeded his father Tajoji 
Himoji succeeded him at hi» death, then Sahebji and Ahimbhai ascended the throne 
in succession 

During the time ot the last-mentioned man 1736 Raja Sabalsmg of Wadhwan and 
the son of the Dhrangadhr& Raja had gone on a vi^it of condolence to the Raja of Bhav- 
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nagar. On their way hack they rema'iDed for one night at Ilanpur. These two princes 
went to see the fort. They were so ctcligUtcd with, it that they did not wish to ‘leave it, 
hut resolved to occupy it by force if necessary. A fight ensued between the follower of 
Ahirabhai and those of the two princes. The Biija of Dhrangadhrrx reprimanded his son 
and called him back with his men. Sabalaing also went away to '\Vadhe\'tn, but returned 
with reinforcements and laid siege to the fort and reduced the garrison to great disti ess- 
At this time Damaji Gfiikvrul, of BarodA had come to Dholta to levy tribute. AhimbbM 
secretly went to him and hired his assistance. On the arrival of the Graikvdds forces, 
Sabalsing raised the siege and proceeded towards Nagesh.. Damaji followed him, and in 
an engagement Sabalsing was defeated and taken prisoner. Owing to the intervention 
of Aliimhlidij Sabalsing was spared an ignominious death, hut kept in prison at Sorigad,^ 
from which he returned after paying a large ransom. Abimbhdi bestowed the lands and 
revenue of R^npur on Damlji in consideration of the assistance thus afforded to him. Tlie 
Gaikvad then established his own tliAnA in ilie village. Subsequent to this the country 
passed, into the hands of the Tesva, and when the British Government came into posses- 
sion after, the battle of KhadUi (Kirkee), the village of Kanpur was treated as khdlsd, 
w’hile the rest of the villages enjoyed by AUimbbai’s descendants are held under the 
TdtuJbdtln* tenure.

Ho dug a hole in the ground, put 
a stone therein, and covered the same with a heap of earth and rubbish. Bhlma performed 
an imitation pdjd and placed wild flowers on the heap. He returned to camp and inform- 
ed Uia brother Arjuna that he had found out a Siva station, and pointed to the jala trees. 
Arjuna went to the spot, made his devotions, returncd,'and 'took bis meals. Bbima then 
ridiculed Ula hrolUcr, and told him that tho place where he had worshipped was not a Siva 
fetation, but that lie himself had put a piece of stone underground and prombed to point it 
out if hcMishcd. Arjuna rcjilicd that’ for himself he was sincere in hia devotions, and had 
hellmcd tliat it uos a $i> a station. All the live brothers and their mother Kunlnji went to 
tho spot. Bbima removed the heap of dust and rubbish as well as the mid flowers, and 
struck his stick on the stone, uliich fractured it and to their aslonlsliment mill: hc"nn to 
flow from it. The fracture made with Bhlma'a stick in the stono is atiil shown to the de- 
sotcco. As the god. thus «ho\icd himself by n stroke of Bhlma’a stick, it uiia n.imcd after 
him asTlhtmnitha Maliadcia.

but all the efforts of the workmen were m vam Day after diy pissed still the 
piJhr was obdurate A lumour became current tint- tbo goddess was angry and 
that nothing save a human sacnfico would appease her The beautiful Lakshmi 
the vnrgm daughter of the chief ^adda^ (or tank dig^^er) then stepped forward and 
offered herself which the brutes accepted lud she was buried ilive below the site 
of the stone, which was then erected without further trouble I mention this anecdote 
as curiou'j and because I believe it founded on fact Tho sluice is nov a teiopJe 
and I hav e been informed that it became so in consequence of this sacrifice 

* The tank was finished and gradually filled, when to the utter discomfiture of 
its constructors it burst not through the valley they liatl so carefully closed but 
through the 1 ill side itself It is difficult now to ascertain the exact cause Tradition

Hotgi> and is filty*eighl nnd a half raitcs south of this junction 

Bijdpur suddenly sprung into existence as an. impnrhmt f ictor in tho tiffairs of tho 
Bahhan, rapidly attained tht highest rink among its st ites, and just as suddcnlj collapsed 
It enjoyed the dignity of a tapital, tho scat of the ^Ailil Shihis, for two hundred years, 
and then suircndered its lihertj to the o\ cm helming power of Delhi, and was thenceforth 
compelled to take the etcondarj rink of one of its numerous dependencies 


Yhsuf, son of Amuratli II , of Aiilolia, Sultan of ‘Inrkej, would have shared the fate 
liiB brothers met ^ itli on the death of lus faUitr had he not bccu secretly, sent away to 
Persia by hia mother Hero he grew up, but, becoming known, v, is obliged to flj the 
country Ho eventually reached India and found his way to Bidai, nherc ho took service 
under the minister Hahmud Gavan, who appointed him to the body guaid of the king, 
Muhammad Shill He soon rose in the scrvioo and estimation of the latter and was 
eventually given the command of the guard, afterwards being created Master of the Horse 
with the title of ’Add Khan When tho Bidar kingdom became too unwieldy to be. 
governed direct from the capital it was divided into districts with local governors in charge 
Yfisuf was so placed in charge of Bijapur The power thus put into the hands of these 
governors soon turned tUeir heads from loyalty to their sovereign to thoughts of self- 
aggrandisement and, collecting round them troops and followers who were promised 
rewards and distinction in the new regime, they soou threw over their allegiance to Bidar 
and started pettj 1 mg^hips on Ihoir own account Yusuf was not long in following suit 
and established himatlE King of Bij&pur under the title of Yfisuf 'Adil Sliah in AD 
1489 He and Ins descend'vnts continued to hold their own, until, m the reign of Sikandar, 
Bijipur was attacked by the Mughal army under Aurangzib, captured, and attached as a 
new district under the all absorbing power of Defah During this period many stirring 
and romantic scenes occurred botliwitUm and without its walls and in the battltBeia In the 
citysomanj hostile elements were thrown together, Shiahs and Sums, Hindus Abyssmians 
Dakhanis, Turks, Persians Afabs and other mercenaries troublesome and restless spirits, 
ever upon the aleit for adventures by which to gam their own reepccUve ends that it is 
not surprising that the verj streets were often the scenes of bloody conflicts, that the 
paUccB harboured conspirators and assassins, and that at critic d times these internal dissen- 
sionsleltUicm open to the mercy of their enemies, who, like vultures around them ever 
sat watching their opportunity of swoojiing down upon the unfortunate city ’

It is constructed upon the old lines before Ibrahim II inaugurated the 
more elaborate stjlo of well dressed and decorated cut stone building 

(20) The Chhota *Aaur Mosque, 14 . — is a small mosque ab<7ut iiro 
hundred and fifty jards to the east of the Dakhani Idgah, remarkable for the abundance 
of rich ornament m stucco which co\ers tho walls, ceiling, and part of the fajade , other- 
wise there is httlo worth note about the mosque It has a \erj flat wagon-vaulted ceil- 
ing, a kind often met with in Bijapur, but nothing hko that m 'Ah Shlhid Pir’s mosque 

(21) Tho Dakhani Idgiih, 12 (1638) — This building being, as all tdgdhs 
are, practically a short length of walling flanked by mtndra or bastions, is one of the 
ugliest buildings in the city. It is placed upon high ground m the west of the city not 
far from the last mosque 

(22) The Rang! Maajid, 216 — About tlireo hundred yards east of the 
hamlet of Shahapet, amon’gst ruined buddings, thickly overgrown with pnckly pear and 
the wild custard apple, is a small mosque known ns the ‘Rangi Jlasjid,’ and so called on 
account of the traces of some painted decoration which embellished its walls and ceiling « 

(23) , Mosque, 2 —This is a small, rough, and coarsely built mosque behind (north 
of) the ’Ah (II ) Rauza, and of no consequence. It has a wagon -vaulted roof Before it 
was a tomb (?), but this has been broken down of late, and the stones removed by the 
owner of the field in which it is. 

(24) Mosque, 3 — A small mosque about eighteen feet square, with a one-arched 
front, standing a httlo way to the north-west of tho last It has two mrndrs, is very 
plain, hot fairly perfect and oat m front of it stands, on a 2/igh basement, a cat-stone 
tomb which has been split in two by a tree tint has grown throagh it 

(25) Mosque, 4 — ^Tbis mosque is not now of very much account, though what 
remains of its plaster decoration both inside and out shows that it was a very neatly 
finished budding It is now in a very dirty state, haying been used for living iq, and 
for this object rubble partition walls have been built up within. It is not far from tho 
last two buddings, being about a hundred yards north-west of the 'Ali (II ) Bauza, 

(20) Mosque,? — ^Tbis small mosque, in the northern part of the new bazar, has 
been converted into a Hindu temple m which is placed the hnjo and Nandi with a snake 
stone Round the whole has been built an enclosing wall This building is of no account 

(27) Mosque, 11 — This is n small strongly built mosque close under the west 
side of the Haidar bastion or Upari (or TJph) Buiy It is in fair preservation bnt of httlo 
architectural merit. It is now used by a family who have taken up their quarters m

(28) Mosque, 13 —A small substantially built mosque in good condition situated 
V m a hollow, a little way to the south of tho Dakhani Idgah Its parapet and comico 

have been damaged only the brackets of the latter remaining Of no particular interest

The domical termination of the epircs is also different, and much less graceful, and the 
overhanging cornices of double curvature are much more prominent and important.” 

Those 'I)ra\idian temples “arc wanting in nil that elegance of form and detail which 
is BO chnrnclrtistic of the Chilttkja style, but are not ^rithoiit a pnrpose-liko boldness of 
form cxprcsalvo of stability and a certain amount of grandour; though this is, of course 
more easily observed in the larger examples in tho south of India than U is in those at 
ratVxdnkal. If, on the other hand, wc compare it with the more modem temples, such 

M those at llampi and Matsur, it will bo seen how much the form lost Lv the 
gradually growing Bteepness of outline and atlenualion of details. The modem forms 
arc not without a ccrlain degree oI elegance which Is wanting in tlie more ancient' but in 
till the liighcr characteristics of design, the older arc by far tho finest ciam])les.” * 
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Besides these the village of Pa^idakal possesses a group of temples, ^'not remark- 
able for their size or architectural iKiauty, hut interesting because they exhibit the two 
principal styles of Indian architecture in absolute juxta^position *’ {Arch, of 2)har, and 
pp. 03, 6-1). The temple of Btpan.illia is of the northern style, and is probably 
rather older than that of VIrdp'iksha, which dates from the early part of the 8th century.

Tliercis an old ruined fort, on tbo 
west side oT which tho Portuguc^fC had tlicirwnrcfion^es in early tliuvs. Basav.irtijailiirga 
to the north is said to have been ImiU by the same king as built Chan<l.\vnr. The 
temple of UAmaliPga, about 1 J inilen north of Iho !o^m, is said to bu two or tbm* centuries 
old. {Survoyed ) 
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they have been thrown across to form the roadway, discloses three very large mscription 
slabs, .covered with old Xanarese writing, and one sculptured v^rcrpaZ of the style of the 
Murde^vara ones, also bearing inscriptions upon the alternate hands. Besides these, there 
are several large sculptured slabs covered with ornament and figures in bas-relief. In 
the culvert over the cMniMr-hd^ndld is buUt in another inscribed slab, and a fourth is 
inserted in the culvert called the Gtindi Hail culvert. 

At-Bhathal and Hon&var, and very commonly in the Konhan, are found odd looking 
groups of curious stones crowded together under a tree, upon a hill side, or in a garden. 
They are generally of two forms, one a small pillar or cylinder of various degrees of 
finish, round or octagonal, with or without a finial, and snake stones, — that is, small slabs 
with knotted or single snakes carved upon them in relief.* Sometimes other carved stones 
are added bearing small human figures in relief. These stones are called jetigds and are, 
in most cases, worslupped once a year by Br^raap jiujdrh attached to some neighbouring 
temple. It is difficult to find out what they mean, bu*t .it is certain they are connected 
with the worship or appeasing of the spirits of departed ancestors which are represented 
by these stones, and the setting up and occasional attention to them is by way of propi- 
tiating those restless spirits and keeping them in good temper, they being a particularly 
jealous and vindictive lot. The snake stones hero do not seem to have any special 
connection, if any at aU, with the annual snako worship tit the ydgapawhaml iestira}. 
Tree worship is also very prevalent in these parts, more especially tht pippala and Mast. 
They are cared for and protected from injury, around the trunks of tho former being built 
square, octagonal or circular platforms upon which daily circumambulatory ceremonies 
are performed. The tulasi, being a small plant, is generally -placed in a receptacle upon 
the top of a high altar or pedestal within the courtyards of temples and private houses. 

S, ChandaVar, about 5 miles south-east from ITurat.'i flat. H®24’ N., long. 74* 33' £.), 
is a deserted city, said to ba'i.e been built by a king Sarpanmabka by birth a cowherd, 
who rose to rank by magic. It passed from tho possession of the Svadl kings to that of 
the Muhammadans. The last Muhammadan princo dying without issue in a.d. 1G80, it 
declined and is now desortgd, and the stones arc being c.arricd away for building purposes. 

3. Haigudna, a village about 12 miles from Hon^var; near it, on an island in tho 
^ardvati are some sacrificial I-apr/ffs, The JIniga BrAhmans are said to have come from 
the north at the invitation of a Dcrad king to perform a sacrifice for him here, Uaiga 
in old Kunarese meafls * sacrifice.* 

4. Bailar, 12 miles south of Honavar, (lat, 1C* R’ N., long. 7 4* 32* D.), has a very 
old temple o! jr.\rkande^vara. The KAyars who ruled over Barkur repaired tho old 
temple and made grants of land for Us support. Some documents relating to this grant 
ore said to exist, dated &i7.a 1356 {a.b, 1434). 

5. Mnrcles var, 3 miles south of Bailftr and 10 miles north of Bhatkal, has a femplo 
on a promontory called Ivnndugiri, said to ha\e been biult by tho Jnnia HAjAs of Kaifcu. 

In Fatii 7221 Goiernnaent arranged to grant an endowment of II^. 1,440 annually. 
(Surveyed) 

IttSfripttons : — There arc at Ica«sl thirty well sculptured ifragnU .and mscription^ (nno 
dated 1336, and another fialn 1350) near this place. (I) .Alwut 150 anrtN no^t tram 
the school is a Jaina one, of 54 or more lines of about 50 letter*; (-) ^ les 
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(C.) Uagliunfttlia-Devas'^lidna is said to have been buHt by Balkini, son of 
, Anantakini, about &zla 1512, Viro2hi Tlie agraidld is separated from the 

shrine or tcmplo proper by'an open venmdali or sandh^dmandapa. It is a small, ornate 
temple in the Dravidian style. It is supported by private donations and a Government 
endowment. 

(7.) Lakars Kamati NhrAya^ia Devaathana builtabout 330 years 
ago, is a small stone temple out of repair. (8.) Adike NflrAyana’Dev&sthdna is similar to 
the last, hut more ruined j .the eight diLpdlas are represented on the roof, and t5rl on the lintel. 
The dhcajastambha is a small one. (9.) TirOpAksha-NArAyana DevasthAna is a small 
temple like the last two, built iu i§ala 1487 by Jivana NAyaka. It is out of repair, but is 
said to enjoy a GorerDmont endawmeat (10.) Vedkataramana is said to be about 300 
years old, and resembles No. G above, being ornamented by sculptures. It is surrounded 
by a verandali called chandraidlA. The agra^dld is of brick. The car ceremony is celebrated 
everj’-year.andhas a good endowment and considerable land. (11.) ^irAIe ^amhhuhnga 
DevasthAna is a modern temple built on the sit? of an older one. Legend accounts for its 
origin as for that of many others by the story of amah who accused his herdboyfor milking 
his cow. Tlie boy protested his innocence, bnt watched the cow, who went into a thicket 
and poured her milk upon a burrow. The owner, being informed of this, dug up the place 
and found a lin^a, over which he built a temple. 

(12.) Jattapa Nayakana Oh and ran Ath e I var a>B as ti isthelarg* 
esi Jaina temple b^re. It stands in an open space surrounded by on old wall, and consists of 
an agt aMtd, lAogamoffdapa and basli ; the latter is of two storeys, the lower being of larger 
area than the one above. Each storey has three rooms, which are said to have contained 
images of Ara, Main, Munlsuvrata, Namn,Nemi,andPai4va,but only fragments of them are 
left. The walls of the hhogamai}dapa on the west of the basli are pierced with beautiful 
windows ; the agraidld or shrine is of two storeys, each of two rooms, which contained images 
of Rishabha, Ajakasambhava, AWiinanda, and Chandranatbe^vara. There are also 
dxdrapdlas at the door. The total length is about 112 feet and breadth of the shrine 40, 
of the basti 50 feet. The dhtajastambba is a very elegant piliar and stands on .a plat- 
form about 14 feet square : the shaft is of a singl? block 21 feet 6 inches in height, 
find is surmounted by a quadrangular capital. Behind the is a smaller pillar called 
the shaft of which is 19 feet in length. It stands on a platform 
with four smaller pillars at the comers, with lintels laid over them. Jattapa NAyaka 
mode over lands for the support of the temple, but they are said to have been confiscated 
by Tipu SultAn. This is the finest old temple at Bhatlml, and should be preserved: tbe 
villagers used to carry off the fine stone slabs at pleasure. 

(13.) PArsvanAthe4vara-BaBti is 58 feet long by IS wide. According 
to an inscription it was built in 1465. The dhtajostamhlia is a fine iiillar on a lofty 
moulded base, and the small.pian^fapa atop contains a four-beaded image. 

(14.) ^Antelvara-Basti is somewhat Iibo No 12. Other remains of Jama 
temples and inscriptions erist. (15.) Tbe Jami JIasjid is tile-roofed, but said to be very 
old. It enjoys a Government allowance of Rs. 400 a year. (16.) SuUAn Pallo Ma‘»jld ^ 
is about 200 years old. The buildings hero have all sloping roofs.

2 Da'hhol, K, lat^ IT* 34 and E long 73“ 16', lies 6 miles from the sea, on the north 
bank of the Anjanvel or Vasishtbi n\ er, eighty fire miles «outh east of Bombay. Large re- 
mains, several feet underground, seem to ’show that Dibhol was, in very early times a place 
of consequence An underground temple of Chandikab^t is said to be of the came age as the 
Bldami rock-teraples (550-578 A D iXTr Crawford’s 3IS) A local history, feiWar, states 
that in the eleventh centory Dlhhol was the seat of a powerful Jama rnler, and a stone 
inscription has been found beariag date 3rd Vaisikha 1073 S&hvahana.

It covers Seven acres, and is surrounded 
on three sides by the sea, and on tho fourth by a dccpditch now partly filled. (Government 
List of Civil Forts, 1S02.) There is no complete line of outwork?, (july.one or two covered 
ivays leading down to batteries.

In later times, 
perhaps nbont the seventh century, a ChAIukyan king Knrna, coming from Earavira or 
KolhSpur, made Sangametvara bis bead-quarters, and, founding a city, built a fortress, 
temples, and palaces. The date of this Karna^ who seems to be the same as the founder 
of the ilabAlakshmi temple at KolhApor J9. D. If. A. S-, vol. XI p. 100), has not yet 
been fixed. The style of bailding is -supposed {J. S. fi. i?. A. *5'., vol. ^1. p. 107) to point 
to some time about the 8th century a.d. At the same time, according to some verses in 
the KolhSpur SlahSlakshmi temple, Karjga flourished about 100 (30 j^cfticaVian) (J. D.

At the time of 
the first Musalmfin conquest (1312), Rtyipur was the chief town of a district. (Jervis*

on Sivaratri (February-llarch) attended by’ about 1,000 ]>eople. A procession is formed, 
and the idol, covered with a gold mask, is carried round the temple in a palanquin.

III. Kha'repa'tan, about 25 miles up the Vqayadurg river. On a small hill overlooking 

the loam is n fort about an acre in area. Tire walls and bastions were taken down in 1850 
and used to waUc the Y&gotna landing place. (Government List of Civil Ports, 18C2 ) 

The sites of twelve or thirteen mosques ore ebo^vn, and the remains of one, the Juma 
mosque, prove it to ha>c been -o building of largo size. Outside of Ibo limits of the ' 
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present town is a very large brick reservoir, ruinous and nearly dry, with an inscrfptioit, 
Stating that it. was built by a Brahman in 1659. Near the middle of the town is a half 
buried stone believed to have been the boundary between the Hindu and the Musalman 
quarters. And in the middle of the tbwn. there is a colony of Kavnktak Jains and’a 
Jaina temple said to he the only one in the southern Koukan, In the temple is a small 
black marble idol, found three or four years ago in the bed of tho river. Copperplates of 
the Uashtrakuta dynasty were foand.here {Tnd. Ant, vob II. p. 321; IX., 33 ; J. B. B. 
B.'A. S., Part V. p, 209). 

YIIJ. — MAtVAN‘TALUKA. 

1. Achra, qbout 10 miles north of Malv.an. Temple of Ramesvara. The principal 
building, enclosed by a stone wall and surrounded by »■ paved courtyard, measures sixty- 
three feet .by thirty-eight, and, besides the shrine, has a large rest-house with accommo- 
dation forall Hindu castes. A fair, held ye.irly on Ramanavami in Ohaitra (STarch-April) 
is attended by about 1,000 people from the neighbouring villages The village revenues 
(Rs. 2,500 per annum) are, by a grant of Sanibhu Maharaja 5f. Kolhapur, dated 1074, set 
apart for the support df the temple. 

2, Bharatgad Fort, on the south shore of B.alavali creek, on a liill commanding the 
Malvnn vUTage of ATasura, has an area of hfitween five and si* acres. The inside of tbs 
citadel is an oblong of 103 yards by CO. The citadel walls are about seventeen or 
eighteen feet high and five feet thick. At the opposite ends of a diagonal running north 
and south are outstanding round towers. Within the citadel, about a.quarter of ’its whole 
length from the north end, is a square watch tower reached by steps. Close to the north 
tower is a small temple, and near it is a well, about 223 feet deep, cut through the solid 
rock. About seventeen yards from each side, and 100 yards from each end of this citadel, 
is an outer wall with niue or ten semicircular towere The wall is ten or twelve feet 
thick with an outer ditch, Itisnot very strong and seems to ha\e been built Without 
mortar. In 1862 tlic walls were in fair order. 


III. 3. finvamadurg, the 'golden fortress,' with an area of eight acres, on alow irregular 

island, about a quarter of a mile fromtbe shore, surrounded by a lery high wall, is perhaps 
* the most striking of the Ratna^ri coast forts. Great part of the fortifications are cut out 
of the solid rock and the rest is built of blocks of stone ten or twelv e feet square. Re- 
lieved by bastions, and broken by one-rough postern gate just above high tide mark, tlie 
ivalla are so overgrown with trees and bushes, that, except at low tide, it is impossible to 
’ walk round them. TYRhin the fort aresevcral reservoirs and a small steji-uell with water 
enough for a large garrison. "On a stone at the threshold of the postern, gate is a figure 
of a tortoise, and opposite it, on the n.ill towards the left, one of Jlaruti, the monkey god. 
There are two guard-rooms to the riuht and left, and rooms also under the bastion*!. At a 
little distance is a stone building plastered with niorbar, saidtoJnie been the magazine 

Some \crj* extensive foundaliona arc probably the sites of old palaces. In 1602 the walls ^ 
. ' and bastions were ingood repair, hut the gateway was ruinous. , There were fifty -six pins, 

all old and'unsorriceable. 

SuN'arndurg was built by the Rijlpur king® in the flftoenlh century, JlJ*^.**

. 4. Ma'lvan\ibc name ^van is said lo come from, the great salt’ marshes, tmha,

In ahay, almost entirely blocked hy rocky* reefs*^ there were formerly three small isinn s, 
two of them about a quarter of a mile from llic shore,* and the third separated from t o 
mainland by a narrow channel. On the larger of the two outer islands stands the famous 
fort of Sindhudurg, and, on the smaller, the ruined fort of Pndamgnd, now, at Ion li e, 
connected with tiie mainland by a neck of sand. On what once was the inner island, an is 
now part of tho mainland,' licj. almost hid in palms, the old to^rn of Malvan. Ihis innei; 
island was called Medha, but the channel Bcparnling it from the mainland has been long 
'dried np, This island stretched from a point abont a quarter of a mile to the north of -the 
old residency to the site of the custom house on IheBonih, and in it stc«d the old fort o 
Pajkot. The modern town ol Mfdvan has spread far beyond the limits of the former 
isLand. • * 

About the middle of the seventeenth centurjs nhen ^ivuji fortided Sindbudurgi the 
creek about a ttiile and a half north of Milvanwas navigable some •miles up to ^Inland or 
Milandi, then aplac^ ofeonsiderabto trade. (Naitne MS. Dorn Jouo de Castro.(1538) mcq* ’ 
tions that at low tide galhes could enter the river of Mahmdi^ Prim. Pot da Costa India^ 
22.) In I750,nnder thenamc Molundi, it » TOOnUoned a? a fortified town belonging to 
Bhonsle. The similarity of the name Melizigeris, the island of Jileli, and the fact that the 
chief export was pepper (Lassen Ind. Alt,, 1, S27) would seem. to make it probable that 
Ptolemy’s island of Melizigeris, and the marl of Melizeigara, mentioned in the PeriphiS • 
and perhaps Pliny’s Ztgerus, and Strabo’s Sigerdis tnjre the island'town of Milandl or 
Malvan, Ibu Khnrdidba (Cir. A.n 900) 'mentions Mali, an island five days’ south of Sanjan 
in the north of Thtuia (liUiot’s Uhlory, vol. I. p. 15)’ and Al* Birani (a,d. 130) has 
Mafia south of Saimur, that'is Chaul in Kolaba (Elliot, vol. I. p. 66). This may refer 
to Malvan or ISIilandl, hut they more likely belong to the MalahStr coast. Oomjiare El 
Idrisi (a.d. 1150) in Elliot, vol. I, p. 85, 

The chief object of intei*est is Sivdji’s fortress and coast capital, Sindhudurg, or the 
ocean fort. On a low island, about a niilo froni the shoie, although less striking tiian 
Buvarnadurg, it is very extensive — little less than two miles round the ramparts. The 
figure of the fort is highly iriegular with many projecting points and deep indentations. 
This airangement has the advantage that not a single point outside of the rampart is 
not commanded from some other point Inside. {Report on the condition of Forts in South 
Koiil.an, 1828.) The vails .are low, lan^ng from twenty-nine to thirty feet. On the sea 
side 60 low are.thfe walls that at one place they seem almost below high water level, and 
inside of the fort are ma.sses of vave-wom rock and stretches of sand. fNairne’s MS ) 
They arc on an aver.igo twelve feet tliick, and have about thirty-two towers from forty to 
130 yards apart. The towers are generally outstanding semicircles with five embrasures 
^ for cannon. The entrance is at the north-east corner. The area of the fort is forty-eight 
. acres. Oncefuh of buildings H is now a mere shell with nothing inside but a few small ’ 
temples To the Mariitbiis Sindhudurg is Sivaji's cenotaph and in its chief shrine 6ivuji’s 
imago is worshipped (Grant Bufi in Kaime.) In 1662 the' walls and bastions were with 
. a few exceptions in a fair stale of preservation. 'Wuhin the walls vi ere thirteen houses 
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three temples, and one dharmaMU. There was, in one of these temples, an^tBgy of the 
MainUlia monarch, Siraji.heldin thogreatest veneration. {Gov. Zist of Ohil Forls^ 1SC2.} 
The image is of stone. The head is covered with a silver mask, or^ on high days, with o 
gold one. In the stone of the walls prints of Siv.iji's hands and feet are held in reverence 
and protected hy small temples. (Naime’s MS.) But for their exceeding smallness 
these imprints are very accurate representations of a hand and foot. (Mr. R. B. "Worth- 
ington, C. S.) Monday is the chief day for Sivaji’s worship and the Kolhapur chief sends 
turbans and other presents. The shrine is seldom visited by pilgrims and is not honoured 
• by a fair. — (Mr. G, Vidal, C. S.)

Pmarhot, wlip iisetl to send out liis toivs to graze iu tbe 
vicinity, observing that one of them gave ho milk {or some days conlinuously, accused' 
the herd of dishonesty. l*lic latter denied llic, charge, apd next day rciwrted that ivliilc 
driving the cows home In the evening* he observed tiie coir stop at a certain place, and 
the milk to flov; of itself. The owner ^yent next day to the place himself and ascertaiaed 
the truth of the statement. At night hq* said n spirit appeared to him in a dream and 
inSotmed him that a linpa waS biiticd at the spot, and if he erected ft temple ‘there lie 
TVQuld never c'ome to want. This he did with the aid of the Sodas, — then influential here* 
The temple is annually visited by large numbers* of Ilindus from XJinorkot: it is only 
about 12 feet square and is of no architectural merit whatsoever. The same story is told of

On reaching the place where the temple 
now stnndg'thc cart broke down, and being fatigued he fell asleep, to ho informed by the 
spirit that both marble and treasure nero buried nherp this liad .occurred and that he 
should send for workmen and build a temple worthy of the idol, .which Is worshipped 
under tbe dame of Oauri. It was built in Samvat 1132 ( a.d 1375-10). In a.d 1835 the 
image disappeared. The temple is visited‘by Jamas and others.* It fa a temple of great 
architectural interest. It is very simjar, though superior, to the one at BhodeiSar. It 
has been mucTi defaced at various times by thu fanaticism of the Sindhi troops. It is also 
said* to have suffered from firo, and from gunpowder which was used by Colonel Tyrwhitt, 
at the-time of the Nagar outbreak, in order to secure a* Sodha Chief who was supposed to

It is said to have been built by Siddhardja Jayasiihlia about 
A.n, 1100, •I)abhoM\as for along time 'inhabited byTIindus only, no Mus.alman being 
permitted .to reside within the walls or to waeh in the tank. A youjig liruhammrfdair 
named Sayj*id Bftld, ori a jiilgrimagc with Tus mpthcrlldmil Duldini, in ignorance of the 
.^prohibition, ventured to bathe in the (niik, and. the Brihmans provaildd-on the RAJA to 
mutilate him, and lie died. MamA Uukhri at onco returned homo and sued to her sove* 
reign tor redress, lie sent a largo army under his VttttrJ wliioh look.Dabhpi aftor’-a long 
.siege. The Vnztr had all .the fortifications destroyed except the western face and the 
four double gates. When MAmA Bukbii died* {«ho was revered ns a saint and was buried 
' in a grave near the Hint gate. By .her tomb is n stone of ordeal, and the proof of inno* 
cence lics-in being able to wriggle tlirough the perforation in the stone. After this Dabhoi 
was for many years almost deserted. When the MiisalmAns finally conquered Gujanit, 
Dabhoi became more popiilons,*and was held by them for two centuries, -Tlie SfardthAs .

Very little remains^ now.in situ, and the dismantledmateriais 
of-the'seores of fine old temples that onte adorned this old city are scattered far and wide. 

* llosqueV. tomlis, funks and wells, with the modern walls, bav e made a cleansweep of almost 
.• .all, and it is' sad to see the use to which some of these richly sculptured fragments ba\e 
. been degraded.* ' The celebrated RAni VAv', astep-v^ell said toh’ave been constructed by 
, Udayamati, the Queen of'Bhhiia Deva. Solanki, Kmg of PJttan, in the eleventh century, js 
now represented by. a small portion ot its Bracketted main shaft at one end and part of a 
single standing column at the other extremity, the ioterv cning space being a vast pit from 
■whielv piUnrs, beams, and step-slabs have beeifriSetl, to build,* it is said, some eighty j'ears 
ago, Bahadur Singh’s step-well in the town. Not far from this is the great SahasraEinga 
fc/dc, oncC'One of the largest tanks in Gnjar&t, ascribed to ^idhharaj.v, but which tradition 
says lle^er held water, through a cors^ pronoonced upon tbe king and his work by a good- 
looking damsel, engaged on the eicavat'on, with whom the king tried to trifle. It appears 
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to have been_ finished, for fragraents*of the numerous little shrines (said to be a thousand 
in all), 'which encircled it and stood upon the steps leading do\rn to it, lie about, but the 
whole of the stone lining of the banks has be'en carried off, leaving tho brickwork core in 
huge heaps. 

On the south side of the town is the Khafl Sarovar, a fine large tank, 'constructed, like 
most of. the buildings of the early Muhammadan period, chiefly of appropriated materials. 

• The arrangement of the inlet and outlet sluices is worthy, of note. Like most 6f‘iheso 
ancient buildings it has been allowed to fall .into a ruinons state, "although it is still used 
by the town ; the accumulation of silt, which is gradually filling* it, seCrns nSver to be * 
cleared out. "When these "works were constructed, it would appear that no provision was 
made for their subsequent up-keep and rej^ir. Without the walls, on this side oKthe 
to,wn, are several lot/zus or tombs constructed almost wholly of old temple ifiateVials— 
principally white marble columns and beams. On one of these pillars is a short fnSfription. 

"Within some of the more modern temples with which Pattan abounds, may be found. * 
IJ, fragments and relics of older ones. In the temple of PanchAsora PArsvanAtha is a* marble 
image said to he that of Vananija, the founder of AnhilvAd or Pattan. Reneath it is an 
inscription in which the name of Vanaiaja occurs and the date 'Samvai 602, but, -owing 
to thelifleness of tho letters and the wear of the surface, it is difficult to follow it. In 
another Jaina temple, that of Sri PArivanatba, is a beautifully carved ■wooden ceiling and 
an important iltScriptton of tho Khadaturagacbha J.ainns. .In nnolhcr Tib havo a most 
elaborately carved whiU marble throne upon which the- image is seated.. In a small in- • 
signilicant-looking Hindu shriue arc twjO very old images dated 802, ^Inlo in 

another is an old image of Gannpati, of the same age. There are some ^efy fine specimens 
of old wood carving to be found, in Paftai^ cluCfly employed asikkoration on the facades of 
• houses. • ^ ^

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42, Sanies vara, an old seat of the Juns, 6 miles south-west oE Munjpur, Hero in the 
nnddle of the village is the courtyard, sarronnded with cell shrines, built in old brick and 
plaster, of an old Jjuna temple of Farivnnatha, which has itself entirely disappeared. The 
brick work is much of the same style as that of the old temple at Sarotra the bricks 
being carefully moulded to suit the different curves and recesses of the mouldings. This 
has been covered with fine plaster, cut whilst wet into the most delicate geometric 
patterns. But it has suffered greatly from the weather, the most part of it having peeled 
off. Over the shrine doors, upon the stone lintels, are numerous short inscriptions ranging 
in date between Samcat 1652andJG86. It is said that the Image of ParsvanMha which 
occupied the principal temple here, was carri^ to the new temple hard by, which* was built 
very recently. The inscription upon the base of the image seems to corroborate this, since 
it is dated in Samvat 166G, where.Ts the only other inscription on the new temple re- 
cording the gift of five thousand rupees towards the building of it, is dqted Sathcal 1S6S. 
There is nothing of note about tliis new 'temple ; if is constructed in the style of the 
mordem Jaina temples. 

43. Pancha’sur, 6 miles south of Sankesvara, is, according to tradition, one of the oldest 

towns in Gujarat. It was here that the famous Jaya ^ekhara was besieged, eleven 
bundled years ago, by the invading army of the south under King Bhuvar, and where, on 
his fall, four queens ^rith the ladies of hts court, after they had made a desperate and sud- 
den sally for the recovery of his body, threw themselves upon his funeral pyre and were 
consumed with him. Though once the seat of the oldest Imown dynasty of Gujarat It has 
absolutely nothing left upon the surface to commemorate those days. Some ancient bricks 
of la^er size than iisual are sometimes unearthed. Groups of jj^liyds and salt stones are 
found in the village and on the burning ground at some distance from it, but nope of these 
seem*to go back further in date than seven hundred ’years, and those of that age only 
number five, with much abraded tnscripttons. It is recorded that over the spot where 
Jaya ^ekliara’s body u-as' burnt, a temple was erected to the memory of Gujar Deva, A 
common little slirine, with nothing ancjent-looking obont if, upon the burning ground, is 
pointed out, with some hesitation and doubt, as the same, but fonotiquity it has not the 
shadow of 0 claim.

• 40, Mimjpnr, 24 miles south-west of Pattan. The only relic of foi'mer times in the 
town of Munjpur, of any consequence,, is the old Jami Jilasjid. This, as is the case witli 
most oi the very early mosques of Gujarit, has been constructed chiefly from the material 
of old Hindu or Jaina temples, and the remnants of the porch on the north of the court- 
yard seem to point to that particular part having once been portion of an original -temple 
undisturbed. lu the mosque are two Persian and one Sanskrit. inscription. The latter 
is on a beam, and belonged to an older temple, but is now almost illegible.

Tlioso.tliat do remember it say it was carted a«ay 
in toiOi some 20 or 25 years ago, its material being used in tlie construction of a taldo at 
R&dhanpur I Ttic very foundations were dag out and carried away, Near the vilhgo is a 
very large multilateral tanli, but it has long ago fallen into disrepair, and most of its stone*, 
work has disappeared.

Judging from the number of small shrines, now more or less ruined, which lie in 'the 
vicinity of the village, and extend for some distance from it on the sopth and south-east, 
DLlmM must have been a place of considerably more importance than the present small . 
village can claim for itself. Perched upon little knolls, at some distance opart arc fl^e 
partly ruined shrihes, with many other* mounds indicating the sites of so many more. 

In the village, 'enclosed within a reclangularwallcd court, is the principal temple, that 
of the presiding deity of the village — ^thc goddess Limboji Al/iU — of comparatively recent 
construction. This temple occupies the site of a far. older shrine, a portion of whoso 
materials has been rebuilt into the new one. The sufrounding’minor shrines, which were 
appendages to this older central temple, still remain in very good preservation, and fihew, 
by their careful finish and abundant detail, that they were constructed during that period 
when architectural .construction had reached its highest point of excellence. The image of 
liimboji iftata was originally in an old temple which now stands in ruins on the bank of tho 
tank to the east of the village. The new temple has been built on precisely the same lines 
as the old one, in larger proportions, the figures around tho walls *of tho latter being 
literally copied npon the former, but of far interior workmanship. Like tho old shrine 
the new one faces north, a direction reserved for temples dedicated to Vishnu, goddesses, 
and minor deities. 

•A \eTy curious sculpture occurs on tlio west face of the little Shrine in the south-e'asfc 
corner of the courtyard of the temple. In one figure the four deities,. Bivn, Vishnu, 
•Braiml, and Stoya, are blended. The image has eight arms, three faces, and is seated 
upon Gamda. The three faces (the fourth Bot appearing, of course, in'a has-rehef) with 
the t\yo Imrev arms— in the hand of one being the irater-pot and the other 1} ing extended, 
palm outward— belong to nrahmaiTiis vehicle, the goosS, being represented below. 6iva 
is represented by the trident and serpent in the upper pair of hands, while the full-blown 
lotus in each of the next lower hands, the Hessian hoots, and the horse below, denote 
Sdrya. Gfaruda, upon which the image rides, is Vishnu’s veluole, and the pair of hand

50, Kanoda, 3 miles south by Tvest of Dhenuj. Remains of ah old temple on the vrest 
of the village. The open mandapa remains, while the shrine has been destroyed. 

ol. Mota'p, 3 miles south of Dhentij. A small shrine vritb sculptured Trails. 

52. Ghnm'd^ 3 miles north-east orDhenuj. il small sculptured temple/ 

63. Virta*^ near Ghurad, old temple of Mahadcva: An Insrriptwn on the base of an 
image at this temple,

It has a curiously sculptured ceiling. 

55, Saadera, 10 miles east by south from Patjan. Two old temples, one in the 
Solanki style and the other in the northern style. The first consists of an open manifapa 
supported upop pillars and the shrine, Trhile the latter, Trhich stands beside it on the south, 
is merely a square shrine rrith antechamber surmounted by .a spire of the northern or 
Orissan type. These temples ire in disuse.. 

. 56. Eua'vi, tTro miles east of Sandera, An old but small temple with a complete 
ttUictm perched upon a high brick foundation near the village. ITie walls are sculptured, . 

57. Sunak, 4 or 5 miles west of Unja Railway Station. Two old temples, one ih ruins 
the other of Nilakantha MahSdeva in good preservation and richly decorated. On a pillar 
in the smaller ruined temple is a Sanskrit fnSrr^tion dated Sitnirnt 1356 recording the 
establishment of an image in the temple. A short while ago a set of two copper.plates was 
dug up here, and they are now in the possession of Jlr. Nar&yan BhSrati, of Pattan. They 
IiaT e since been translated by Dr. Hnltzsrh, and have appeared in the Epiyraplita. 
They record a grant of land by King Karntadeva at Sunak, and in ^ving the boundary of 
the same it mentions the villages of Laghu Dabhi and Sandera, both of which still retain 
the same names and are situated a mile and four miles south-west, respectively, of Sdnak. 

* 53. Va'yad, 15 miles north-west of Pattan. Anoldstep-well. AnfnSfriptwnonapillar. 

50. Kasera,*15 miles west by north of Pattan. A small, but t erj old, triple-shrined 
temple dedicated to ^iva, BrabmA and VKhnu, It is profusely covered Tnth sculpture, 
but has been v ery badly battered and defaced, and that maliciously, probably by tbe 
Jluhammadan iconoclasts, who, in the early da\S of their ascendancy m India, so frequently 
overran Gujarat and destroyed and deseented its slirines. The temple is now in disuse ^ 
The carvnng and projecting portions of the work have suffered much from time, and van- 
dalism, but the -structure itself, except the upper portions of tbe idharas, is well preserved, 
the temple being almost entire. The plan is that of a central maudapa with three shrines, 
one at each side, as tvcU as the usual onp at the back. Its greatest length is about 30 Icct. 
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It is dedicated to YisTinu, The idol ■wHch it otiginally contained ol 
is said, carried away hy the Emperor Alau’d-din. 'Tradition ascribes tlie'temple to Gan- 
dharvasena. The present strnctnre is evidently ol a very old date, say .400 or 500 years. 
IVhat is supposed to be the symbol of an ass’s hoof occurring in the ornamentation of this 
temple, as in all those wiiich are said to have heen built by Gandharvasena, is perhaps con- 
nected with the origin of the legend of its age, which also states that he assumed the form 
of an ass during the day, resuming that of a man during the night. The symbol, howe\er> 
is really the same as that ocourring so frequeiitly on. most Bauddha and iJindu works of 
early date, and which is*now known as the " Chaitya window ** ornament. On the temple^ 
inscribed upon the different parts of it, are names which are, with little dohbt, those of the 
workmen who finished oS these several portions. They are carefully inscribed and are iti 
the old character. One of these names was Ajadas Curiously enough this same name is 
Sound inscribed on an old marble column at Pattan in a tomb on the south uf Ihe town, 
where a short inscription records thesetting up of the column hy tho wifc’of one Ajada in 
Sarhmt 1250» thus giving us the date of the Kasera temple, if we take it for granted that 
the two Ajddas arc one and the same person, which I consider very probable* 


60. Bhilri, 24 miles north-west of Pattan. Here, as well as at the adjoining villages 
of Mundeta and Eem’Sna, there was an old white marble temple, but it has been pulled 
down, and even tho foundation has been dug out to get at the stone for conversion-into 
lime*. 


01. PaTanpux. Tliere is nothing of any interest from an nrchieological point of view 
at Pdlanpur itself, save a few short inscriptions of no great ago or interest. 

62. Wa'v, 4 miles or so north of this village is another ancient temple in a jungle far 
from any habitation. It is a Mahftdova temple of the usual kind, which has been restored, 
• .all the upper part being comparatively modern and* built over the old portion, nhich is 
ol earned. sandstone. It is eurrounded by a low wall and its preservation is doubtless due 
to the fact of Us having been restored and its sanctity preserved. There is* however, no 
• custodian or indeed any one living in or near it. 


C3. Chandra'vati, about fUtceh miles to the north-east of Roho, and not far from 
tho foot of* Blount Abu. Colonel Tod, in bis Ti'avcl^ in Ilcv’^cr/i iu S])caking 

of this place, soys : “ *1 be cUy, to judge froijj the fragments of marble and atone strcuTi 
over an cxlcnshe plain, must ha've been of considcrnblo sire, and its pretensions to great 
refinement and riches, may be admiUed from the beautiful specimens still rcnj.Vining 
of its marble cdifice«, of nhich twenty of different shrs were di^co^crod »'hen the spot 
was first vi«Ucd by His Excellency Sir Charles Colville and his p.irty in January 
182t. 'Hic one here n presented (in his volume) is Bmli!uanic.sl nod mToroed with rich 
sculptured figures and ornaments in high relief, those of tlie huin.sn fiirm living nearly 
slAlues and only attached to tho building sufficiently tor their own sup]K)rt. Tiiey arc 
exivulctl with a degn-c'of excellence sc.arcety,e<|u.slhsl in ImJiin RcuJptnrf, and nhich would 
not tn i*omc instances di^gracc more culUxatctl iirtii«ts. Of llie»o iniagrs there arc one 
hundrtsl and tlihU-ciKht. Tlie smallest arc two feet high and pisctd in niches of the

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ground in great profusion, and columns, statues, cornices and slabs are tossed in bpaps all 
around.” 

Save portions of the basement of one temple and a few blocks of the back wall of 
another, nothing remained in 1890 of these beautiful shrines, discovered in 1824, 
excepting one solitary column, which, by its loneliness, rather accentuates the desolation 
around it. A short walk from here discovers one of the chief causes of this, for there, 
under the railway bridge, upon either aide of the stone piers, lie, in heaps in the river bed, 
upwards of a hundred cart-loads of sculptured fragments and images, the unused portion of 
the vast amount of marble carried there from those temples. The site Of the old city, and 
its extent, is still indicated in great measure by the mounds of old brick work which formed 
the foundations of these old temples, and of which there are a great number ; and, on the 
south side, by portions of tlie cjty w'alls which faced the river SivAlan.

' feet by 10 and is supported by 4 pillars. All classes of Ilindijs reverence Yisukindtha as 
a god. It belongs to a i^fabant^Atit RevAgarjijInbo is tbe bead of a monastery at Tbdn. 
Two villages and some moro*landed property yielding an anpual revenue of about 4,000 
rupees aro granted for defiaying tbo necessary ospenses appertaining to this temple. 

. Close to tho temple tliere is a well (edv) liaviog two eutraucer, bnilt about tbe same time. 

Tbe Tvbole town with its adjoining lauds, aud particulaily this rde, abound in serpents. 

. In this town people* liavo a firm belief in tbo sanctity of tho “ VAsuki." TJiey consider 
him as their deity, and would never run tho risk of saving anj thing against him. This 
temple is said to have existed long prior to tbo lirao when the town \Yas built. Tho local 
legend is as follows : Once Abberd}, tbe chief of Lakblar, imis wandering in search of 
bullocks in tbo jungle wLicJi is said td have then existed all about tho she of ThAij. lie 
saw from a distance smoke arising from the' placo wboro tbe tcmplo at present stands. 
Tbo chief came up and saw tbo Malmnt Sdkbtlevagarji, a ho welcomed him greeting him 
by his nnmo •Abhdrij,* although they had nover seen eafih other before,' Tho TbALor, 
aatoiiisbod at ibis, bowed to tbo Mabaut, nho ordered him to rC'populato tbo place,^ some 
old TcmniDs of an ancient village being visible there, Tbo 'J’bdkor asked for sorao boon or 
blessing, which tho JIabant refused, but said, that tbo 8crpent*(li‘ity would grnut it. llo 
oncournged the chief W bold Ills, baud before tbii serpent, which bo did. Tbo cobm.rnisod 
his- hood to grant tbo asked-for boon, hut tho ThAkor losing his coomgo a^ithdrerr his 
'hand so that tbo hood fell on tbo lip of one of bis fingers. Tbo Jlahant Sdklidovngarji 
then told him llmt overj* third ruler on tbo jrfdi of L'lkbtar should bo a minor or cbijd. 

Befdro tbo temple was built there was only a ” RdfadA," or mound of earth in which 
tbo serpents bide Iborasclvcs, wbicb is still preserved in tbe temple. The present M.ihnnt 
Ilo%d 5 arji dally pours down n liolo in tho “ Rdfadi” a scr of cow‘s milk. It is said that 
‘if tiio person who pours tho milk be unclean, or if tbo milk bo (hat of a cow not more 
thin Ion da}S oflcs calving, it ii thrown out by the serpent. 

On some near tbo Icuiplo maybe read tbo dates iSawrat 1720, 1772,

In the side walls are mutilated images, one of IlanumAn and the 
other of Blmirava, which are said to have been broken by Alau’d-din Khuni.

It was a Hindu building and 
is still known as a court of Balirija. It was converted into a may id, and is 148 feet long 
and 52^ feet iridc. The courtyard contains some tombs and a small mdgarhd. In the 
interior is a long hall 33^ feet by 73|, the roof of which is supported witli 72 pillars. It 
has 7 domes decorated with sculpture. The images carved in the capitals of the pillars

It is said that BbAn JetUwli, wishing {o re-marty his divorced wife, 
referred to the BrAhmana, who told him that he could only do so by marrying 1800 girls' 
in one house at one time ns atonement for tho sin, and hence the origin of the building. 
It was built by him in iSamnaf 1208 (a.d. 1252). The MusMmdns have broken off the 
sculptures and images in tho inner part of tho dome and those carved in tho capitals* of 
the pillars. This mosque is 278 feet long and 256 broad, has 0 domes, and its roof is 
supported by 818 pillars, flAvali Masjid, according to’ an inscription in tho interior, was 
metamorphosod in 1401 into a-jna/yVd by Jdfnrkhdn ip the time of Muhammad Taghlakh. 

■* Tho sculpturo is pure Hindu. The images carved in the concave side of tho domes boar 
testimony to'ita formerly being a Hindu tcmplo. These images nro defaced or knocked 
off from tho niches. This mosque is 100 feet long and 00 foot broad and its roof is 
supported by 155 pillars. It has ihreo dom^ without spires.

Uoth these were 
chiefs of Porbandar. I-fc is about 45 feet high, 51 feet long, and 46 feet broad. It is 
built of stone and its dome is supported by 6 pillars, A festival is held here ob the 14th 
■ lIAgha Vadf to which the inhabitants of the surrounding villages go. 

III. ‘4, Bagavadar. Half a mile from this is the temple of Somldifcya. It very old, 

decorated with sculpture, and contains the idols of Silrya and Randel. It is ^4 feet by 
30. The roof is supported by 18 pillars. Some part of this temple was pulled down by 
the Rina in 1868 a.i>. as it afforded shelter to>ihe Vigher mutineers. 

ni. 5, Ma'dhavpur. The only remaining jKirt of the temple of Midhavarij is dome 45 

feet high. Its lower part is buried under the gronnd. A now temple which was built by 
Bii -Sri Bidibii id Sawivot 1789 was afterwards extended and rebuilt by Bii ^r! Rfipilibii 
in Sarhmt 1896. A festival, to which many people go, is held here in commemoration of 
the marriage of Krishna, with Rukhroini.

in. . 8 . Vasa'vad. A 7?ias;td 150 feet long and 120 feet deep. It looks on to the river 
Vasilvadt and contains a well, a bath, and a hangald of three storeys with wooden balconiQS 
decorated with carving. The south part of it is used by ilubammadan travellers as a 
halting place. There is a canopy supported by four pillars at each end of the ground 
^tloor. In the mi'dJfe are three marhfe graves covered by a dome which is supported fay 
12 pillars. Tho greater part of the building is carved and it has 32 pillars. It is said 
that this f7ia«;«d was built by Ghori Beluni.

silver work, and over it arc 40 gold and silver ckhatriis. In the same enclosure are 
temples to Ealyrvnaraya. Laksbrnt, Dwaraklnltha or Rafichhodajl, Govardhananatha, 
Adinarayana and Lakshmt-Narayfma, witK Inscriptions of Samvat 1790 and 1797. \

Fortunately the date 1032 being on the margin, outside, was also ' left 
untouched ; that year began on the 5th November 1622 when the kingdom of GujarSt had 
lost its independence, and had been already 52 years annexed to the Mughal empire.
